which, if we add the inteſtine Diviſions ot

. Bur as Bodies, whether Natural or Politick, 
after that a violent Fit hath fore ſhaken ,diflt- 
pated, and exhauſted their Sprrits; may reco- 
ver vigor, and look lively again, it 1o be the 
Radical Conftitution and Natural 'Lemper 
be not whoily ehanged and depraved; even 
fo this Commonweath of Holland hath vitibly 
recovered Strength again, and attained 1ts

Authors have always judged neceſſary, not 
only for the Reformation of this, but of all 
States whatſoever. 
This Commonwealth of Holand hath wor- 
thily been the Wonder of all Zarope during 
this laſt Age,and perhaps not to be parallell'd 
in the Records #) former Times; for ut we 
conlider how many years it was aflaulted by 
the then moſt Potent Prince of Europe, who 
aſpired to no leſs than the Univerſal Empire; 
and that how formidable ſoever he were,yet 
they not only maintained their Pretenſtons, 
but with uninterrupted Proſperity and Suc- 
cefsfulneſs advanced their Trade, and ipread 
their Conqueſlts 1n all the tour Parts of the 
World. hy 
Rome it ſelf, thongh moſt famous and vi- 
ctorious, yet could not, as 15 believed, 1n fo 
ſhort a time do whatby this Commonwealth 
hath been effected. In dis and Africa they 
ſoon forced the Spaniard and Portugueſes to 
yield to them moit of their Trade and Pol- 
ſeffions: And tho England put in for a lhare, 
yet they were along while vigorouſly op- 
poſed by the Ditch, and to this hour have 
enough to do to keep what they have got- 
ten; 10 that in leſs than 100 years this Com- 
monwea'th

monwealth by their Induſtry, and Art in 
Trading, are become 1o exceſlive Rich and 
Potent, that they began to Inſult, and would 
needs be Arbitrators to their Neighbouring 
Princes and States, and enctroach upon their 
Territories and Domimions. 

This drew upon them that tatal War he 
ftore-mentioned, by which they were ſorely 
weaken'd and brought ſo low, that except 
GOD by a more than ordinary Providence 
had protected and appeared for them, they 
had certainly been ruinated, and never able - 
to recover themſelves again; however, their 
Pride hereby was much abated: And as 
Luxury and Laſciviouſneſs are the {ad Effects 
of Proſperity, as well asPride; ſo fuch Vices 
in a Body Politick and Commonwealth as do 
corrupt the Radical Humours, by abating the 
Vigour of the Vital Parts, do infenſibly tend 
to the Conſumption and Decay of thewhole. 

That this Commonwealth hath much re- 
covered its Strength, may clearly appear, it 
we conſider what great Things they have et- 
fected ſince the little time they have enjoyed 
Peace: They have in lets than 7 Years built 
about 40 gallant Ships of War ; "hey have 
laid out vaſt Sums of Treaſure in refortitying 
Nargen, Maeſtricht, Breda.the Grave,and many 
other Places; They have paid vaſt Sums of 
Money to their Alliez for their Auxiliary 
Troops,as alfo 2000087. Sterling tothe King 
of Engr to Enjoy their Peace with iT

Wc A Deſcription of 
beſides all this, their Encreaſe in Riches and 
Power may be gueſlcd at,by the many ſtately 
Houſes built within theſe 5 Years in Amſeer- 
dam,Rotterdam,and other Places; to all whigh 


we may add, to what exceſſive height the 


Actions of the Eaſt and Weſt-India Company 
are riſen, andthe Obligations from the States 


are {o eſteemed as to Security, that they can 


get as much Mony as they pleaſe at 2 per Cent. 


Not to ſpeak of the exceeding Encreaſe of 
their Subjects,occaſioned by the French King's 
Tyranny againf{t the diſtreſſed Proteſtantsin 
France, Alſace, and other parts of his Con- 
guelts; neither will we ſpeak of other Signs 
_ of the Encreaſe of this Commonwealth, as 
not judging it convenient to commit them 
to Paper, but will now procecd to ſhew the 
Method oi Living and Travelling in the 
Dominions and Places of the States, which, 
it you do well: conſider, you may ſee how 
happy and eaſy the Government of England 
15, above that of other Nations. 

The Briel/in Holand is the uſual place where 
the Pacquet and King's Pleafure-boats bring 
on ſuch as come to fee the United Provin- 


CCS; but of late Helvoet-Sluys is the place the ' 


Pacquet comes to, as being the more conve- 
ment Port: Here be ſure to furniſh your ſelf 
well with Money. From hence you take a 
Boat to Maeſland-Sluys or Rotterdam, which, 
1f you go in Company with others, will only 
colt you 5 Stivers; but it you take one for

away their Trade, by which having loſt its

And if a Reaſon {ſhould be demanded , how 
it comes to paſs-that ſo many Engliſh Ships 
ſhould frequently. come to that Haven , It is 
eaſily anſwered, becauſe they can ordinarily 
Load and Unload;and make returns to Eng- 
land from Rotterdam before a Ship can get 
Clear from Amſterdam and the Texel/: And 
theretore your Engliſh Merchants find it 
Cheaper, and more Commodious tor Trade, 
that after their Goods are arrived at . Rotter- 
damyto lend their Goods in Boats Landward 
into Amſterdam.. 

This City is Famous, as being the place 
where great Eraſmus was Born, whoſe Statue 
of Brats ſtands erected in the Market-place: 
And although the Buildings here are not fo 
ſuperb as thole of Amſterdam, Leyden, or 
Haerlem, yet the places worth the lecing,are, 
firſt, .the great Church, where ſeveral Ad- 
mirals lie ftately Entombed ; here you ſee

In Delft is the great Magazin of Arms for 
the whale Province of Holland : "Their 
Churches are very large, in one of which 
are Tombs of the Princes of Orange, Admi- 


ral Tromp, and General Morgans Lady, and 


in the Cloiſter over againſt the Church, you 
have an Inſcription in a Pillar of Braſs, ſhew- 
ing after what manner WliamtheFirſt, that 
Famous Prince of Orange, was ſhot to Death 
by a Miſcreant Jeſuit , with his deſerved 
Puniſhment. 

Delft hath the third Voice in the States of 
Holland, and ſends its Deputies unto the Col- 
lege of the States General, and to all other 
Colleges of the Commonwealth. They

pany, as ſhall be more largely ſpoken to,

Invention, having in Hiez/em only found out 
the way of Printing on one fide of the Paper. 
The firſt Book he ever Printed 1s kept in the 
Stadt-houſe, for thoſe that are curious to ſee 
it. Here 1s one of the taireſt and largeſt 
Churches of the Seventeen Provinces, in the 
Walls whereof there remain to this day ftick- 
ing, Cannon Bullets, ſhot by the Spaniards 
during the Siege thereof, In this Church 
are 
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are three Organs , as allo the model of the 
three Ships that Sailed from Haerlem to Dami. 
ater , ſeizing the Caſtle in which the Earl of 

Holland was kept a Priſoner, and brought 
him away to Holland : In the Tower of this 
Church hang two Silver Bells, which they 
alſo brought from thence, and now Ring 
them every Night at nine a Clock. 

Haerlem is Renowned for making the fineſt 
Linnen Cloth, -Tyffinmies, Damasks, and 
Silk Stuffs; alſo Ribands and Tapes: They 
have Mills by which they can Weave 40 or 
ſo pieces at a time ;. they make the fineſt 
white Thread and Tapes for Lace in the 
whole World; their Bleacheries ſurpaſs all 
other whatſoever, their Waters whitening 
Cloth better than any in the Seventeen 
Provinces: They have a moſt pleaſant Grove 
like a little Wood,divided into Walks,where 
on Sundays and Hotly-days the Citizens of 
Amſterdam and other places come to take 
their pleaſure. -Hierlem is the Second Ciry 
of Holland,and ſends in Depuries unto all the 
Colleges of the Government, From hence 
by Boat to Amlterdans 
for fix Stivers, but when you are come-half 
way, you muſt itep out of one Boat to go 
into another, where you ce a ftately Palace, 
where the Lords, called Dy4graves fit; every

punctual aecount thereof then 1 do or other 
Places : It is eſteemed by Intelligent Men; 
the Second City in the World tor 'Frade; 
and not inferiour to any in Wealth. Cer- 
tainly Amſterdam 1s one of the Beautitulleſt 
Cities in the World, their Buildings are 
large, their Streets for the moſt part plea- 
lantly Planted with Trees, and Paved ſo 
neatly,as is to be found no where elfe in any 
Country, fave in ſome of the Seventeen Pro- 


vinces. And although, as I have already 


ſaid, Amfterdam may juſtly be taken for the 
Second or Thurd City alter London and Pars, 


yet it hath neither Court nor Univerlity as 
they have. * And now in treating of all the 
Excellences and Virtues of Amſterdam, |:

Europe therewith, but many places 1n the 
Iadies alſo. Thirdly, It hath inconceivable 
Store of all manner of Proviſions for War, 
inſomuch, that England and divers other 
Nations ſend to Amfterdzam to buy Artns, 
Buff:.Coats, Belts, Match, e&: Yea, here 
are ſeveral Shop-keepers who can deliver 
Arms for four or five Thouſand Men, and 
at a cheaper rate than can be got any where 
elſe ; and this they can do by reaton of their 
preat Induſtry in the Ingrolting moſt of the 
Iron Works on the Rhine, and other Rivers, 
which run into Holland, Fourthly, Amſters 
dam hath more ſtore of ſfawed and prepared 
Timber for Shipping than car be found in 
any one Nation in the World 3 and ttiis 1s 
the Reaſon why her Neighbor Town Sardar 
is made capable of Buildirig Ships 20 per 
Cent. cheaper than they can do in Engians 
or France : So that both France , and Spain 
do many times buy them in Holland : As 
lately the King of Spain bought Ten Capital 
Ships of the two Brothers the Melts Mer- 
chants in this Ciry. Fitthly, «41m/ferdam is 
the Staple where the Emperorſells his Quick: 
filver, not only to the Spaniard , to ute itt 
his Mines in the Indies ; but for the making 
of Cinoprium or Vermillion , with which Am- 
fterdans fiirniſheth not only Europe; but ma- 
ny places in the Indres.. | 
" Sixthly; -4mſterdam is the Market where 
the Fregeh King bought his Marble for Yers 
Ml -- C {ailles; 
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alle; Fans, a other of his Palaces in 
France : There are ſich vaſt Magazines in 
Amſterdam, that a Man would think, that 
ſees them, there were Quarries of Marble 
near the City Gates. Seventhly, Amſter- 
dam hath the moſt conſiderable Bank that 
now is in the whole World; I have com- 
' pared the Bank of Venice with that of Genoua, / 
and both their Banks write not of ſo much 
Money 1 in two days, as Amſterdam doth in 
one : Further I have compared the Bank of 
Venice with Hamburg, and find both thoſe | 
Banks fall very much ſhort with the Bank of * 
Amſterdam. There are many other parti- 
culars I could name, as Arguments to prove 
the great Riches and Trade of Amſterdam, as 
thoſe vaſt quantities of Wines, and Brandy- 
wines they fell inthe North and Fat Cas, 
and thoſe vaſt Countries adjoy ning thereun- 
to, Irom whence they bring Hemp, Pitch, 
and Tar, and furnith France, Iraly, and Spain 
withthe lame: and'they likewiſe have much 
Ingrofled the Copper. and Iron of Seed.

The Stadthouſe, or Guild-hall of Am{ter- 
dam, is deſervedly admired and talked of by 
all the World, itis in 'Truth'a molt neat and 
{plendid Pile of Building , and the Reader 
will not be dilpleaſed, I believe, iT enlarge 
alittle in its Deſcription. This Noble :Lgwn- 
Houſe then, is Built all of Free-Stone , ac-' 
cording to the Modern Archite&ure of the 
Corinthian Order, Adorned with Statues in 
Braſs, and Carving in Marble by the heſt 
Maſters of the Age. A Proſpect whereot 
ſee in the following Figure... It is 282 Foot 
wide, 232 Foot deep, and 116 Foot high, 
beſides the Tower. "The Foundation 4s-laid 
upon 13659 Piles of Wood driven into the 
Ground ; . the firſt Stone of it was laid Oo- 
ber 28.

At the end of this 
Hall 15 the Scheepens Chamber, where are 


"iryed all Civil Cauſes between Man and 


Man, and in the Galleries (which go round 
two {quare Courts on each fide the Hall, tor 
convenience of Light) aretheſeveral Cham- 
bers, or Offices, belonging to the Govern- 
metit; as the Council Chamber, where fit 
the Common Council ot the City, who 
make Laws,chooſe the Burghermaſters, and 
Scheepens, Deputies for the States, &c. The 
Burghermaſters Chamber,who ſit there daily 
to Adminiſter the Government : "The Bur- 
ohermaſters withgrawing Room: "The Schee- 
pens Extraordinary Chamber : The Trea- 
fury Chambers, Ordinary and Extraordinary : 
Thne Chamber of Accounts : "That of the 
Commilhoners for Bankrupts: Another for 
the Commiſtioners for Tryal of ſmall Cauſes, 
like our Court of Conſcience : And one for 
the Commiſſioners of the Hoſpitals; with 
two or three more belonging to the ſeveral 
Secretaries, all which are beautified with fine 
Paintings, and ingenious Devices carved in 
Marble over the Door of each Chamber; to 
give a particular Deſcription of which would 
take up a Volume, which is not agreeable to 
what I here pretend, theſe being only ihort 
Remarks to put young Travallers in mind 
of what 15 moſt worthy their Obſervation. 
i thall only therefore fay in £cneral, that it 
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is already a very noble, beautiful, and coſtly 
Building, and is a ſufficient intimation of the 
Richnels of the City , but ſhould they finiſh 
it within fide as they pretend , by Painting 
the Ceilings, and Facing the Wails with 


Marble, &c. it would make it incompara- 


bly the fineſt and coſtlieft in the World, 
Over theſe Chambers, in the ſecond Story, 
is kept a large Magazine of Arms, which 
takes up one Angle of the' Building, and is 
very compleatly Furniſhed ; the Arms are 
all kept in Pretfes thut up, to avoid the in- 
jury of the Weather ; . the reſt of the Houſe 
above is not uſed, or Furniſhed at all. One 
thing I muſt not omit, and that 1s, That 

there are Eight Cilterns of Water kept always 
iull at the top of the Houſe, whichby Pipes 
may be let downintocvery Room, to quench 
any accidental Fire ; and the Chunneys are 
all lined with Copper, the former Stadthouſe 


having been Burne down by Accident.” | 


I thall now proceed, and ſpeak of their 
Alms-houſes, and of the Government of the 
Poor, of their Priſons, and Houſes of Cor- 
re&tion. This City is ſaid to have 20000 
Poor every day at Bed and Board. The 
Alms-houſes are many , and look more like 
Princes Palaces than Lodgings tor Poor Peo- 
ple: Firſt, there are Houtes for Poor old 
Men and Women, then a large ſquare: Pa- 
lace for 300 Widows , then there are F{ol- 
pitals for Boys and Girls, for Burghers Ciut- 
| CPR aren, 
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dren, and for Strangers Children, or thoſe 
called Foundliings ; all theſe Boys and Girls 
have every Sunday, and other days of Wor:- 
ſhip , two Doites given them by rhe Fathers 
of theſe Houſes, the which the Children pur 
into the Deacons Bag when they gather for 
the Poor in the Churches : 'Then there is an 
Hoſpital for Fools, and a Bedlam: There 
are Houſes where common Beggers, and 
Gameſters, and frequenters of 'Lap-houtes 
are kept hard at Work : Thereisalſoa Houſe 
called, the Raſp-houſe,where petty Thieves, 
and ſuch as:flaſh one another with Knives, 


ſuch as beg with cheating Devices, Women 


with fained great Bellies, Men pretending to 
have been taken by the Turks, others that 
pretend Wreck at Sea, and ſuch as Beg with 
a Clapper, or a Bell, as if they could nor 
Speak or Hear, ſuch as theſe are kept hard 
at Work, Rafſping every day 59 poundsbe- 
tween two of them, or elle are beaten with 
a Bulls Piſſel, and if yet they Rebel, and 
wont Work, they are ſet in a Tub, where 
if they do not Pump, the Water will {well 
over their Heads: Then there is a Houſe 
where Whores are kept to Work , as alfo 
diſ-Obedient Children, who: live Idle, and 
take no Courſe to maintain themſelves ; like- 
wile Women commonly drinking themſelves 
Drunk, and Scolds ; al theſe forts of Hoſpi- 
tals, and Alms-houfes are itately Builaings , 
richly Adorned. with Pictures, and their 
| Lodgings 
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Lodgings very neat and clean. In ſome, of 


the Boys and Girls Hoſpitals there are 1500, 


in ſome 809, and in lome Foo in a Houſe ; 
then they have Houſes where a Man or a 
Woman may. have their Diet, Waſhing, and 
Lodging for his Life, giving a {mall Sum of 
Money ; theſe are called Brouders Houſes. 


" The Alms Children of this City are heid in 


ſuch Veneration and Reipe&, thata Man had 
as good {trike a Burghermaſters Child as one 
of them. Theſe Children are permitted toTra- 
vel in anyof the 'Treckſcuts,or Pallage-Boats, 
freely without Money : Theſe Hoſpitals are 
Governed by Men and Women, as are ol an 
unſpotted Life, and reputed to he Rich, De- 
vout, and Pious : It is very obſervable, that 
the Women govern their Women Hoſpitals, 
better than the Men do theirs ; yea, it 15 a 
general Obſervation in this Country, that 


where the Women have the direction of the 


Purſe and Trade, the Husband ſeldom prove 
Bankrupts, it being the property ot a true 
Born Holland-Wife preſently after Marriage, 
to apply her ſelf wholly to her Buſineſs; but 
T forbear to ſay any more of the Dutch- 
houſewives, for fear of difpleaſing our Engliſh 
Þames, not ſo much addicted, atleaitnotſo 

generally bred pp to Induſtry ; Bur to. return 

to the Ads of Chanty of Amſterdam, the 

which is ſo extraordinary, that they ſurpals 

all other Cities in the World, tor they are. 

daily and hourly giving to. the Poor, every 

DI Houe 
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Houle in Amſterdam hath a Box hanging in 
a Chain, on which is Written, Think- on the 
Poorfo that when any Merchant ſells Goods, 
they commonly conclude no Bargain, but 
more or lefs 15 put in the Poors Box; theſe 
Boxes are lockt up by the Deacons , who 
Once a quarter go round the City, and take 
the Money qut of the Boxes. 'Thentwicea 


Week there are Men belonging to the Hof: - 


pitals that go round the City, and ring a Bell 
at every Houſe, to know What the Maſter 
or Miſtrits of the Houſe will give to the 
Box, who generally pive not leſs than two 
Stivers. Then every firſt Wedneſday of the 


Month, the Deacons intheir turn, go round 


the City, from Houſe to Houſe, to receive 
what every Houſe-keeper will give to the 
Poor , then on the Week before the Sacra- 
ment is given, a Miniſter, with an Elder, 
goes round the City to every Houſe where 
any Members of the Presbiterian Religion 
Ive, and there ask if iany differences be in 
the Fanuly, offering their Service to recon- 
cite them ; alto to inſtruct and prepare ſuch 
as are to receive tne Sacrament : At thistime 
a Muniter may be ſeen to go into a Tap- 
houſe or Tavern, for which at another time 


he would be counted a Wine-Bibber.and the 


worlt of Reprobates: Ar this time while 
thete Minilters and Elders go about the Ci- 
ty on their Viſitations, the People take an 
occation to-give-to the Poor. And here 1 
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ought not to omit telling you of their great 


Charity to the diſtreſled French Proteſtants, 
who are here in great Numbers. They main- 
tain no leſs than 60 French Minifters , and 
unto many Handicraft 'Tradeilmen , and 
makers of Stuffs, and Cloth, they lead Sums 
of Money, without Intereſt, to buy Work- 
ing Tools, and Materials tor their Work ; 


but this 1s Pp other then they tormerly did to 


the Poor diſtreſied Proteſtants of Ireland and 
Piemont ; and their Charity was not a littie 
that they gave to Geneva towards the Buil- 
ding their Fortifications ; and here give me 
leave to tell you, what King Charles I. 
{aid of the Charity of Amſterdam, when the 
Duke of Lotherdal,' hearing that the Princeof 
Oranges Army was not able to oppole the 
French from advancing fo near to Amſfer- 
dam, tne Duke jearingly {aid 5 That Oranges 
would be very ſcarce in Holland, after Amſter- 
dam ſhould fall into the French Hands to plunder. 
To which His Majeſty ſaid, That be was of 
Opinion, that Ged would preſerve Araſterdam 
from being deſtroyed, if it were only for the great 
Charity they have for the Poor , the which pur 
the Duke out of Countenance; I will fay no 
more of their Charity, only this, that they 
leave no Stone unturned to bring Monies 11- 
to the Poors Stock ; tney make the Stage- 
playerspay 80000 (Gildersa year tothe Poor ; 
there is nota Rope-Dancer, Poppet-Player.or 
any ol that fort or unnecoliary Yermin which 
IIC{UCNL 
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frequent Fairz , but pay the third Penny to © 


the Poor, waichis carefully looked after, by 
placing. an Alms-man at the Door of the 
Booths, to fee that they cheat not the Poor 
of their ſhare. T ſhall now in the next place 


ſay ſomething of the Clergy, I mean thoſe 


called, The States Clergy, tor the States are 
abſolutely Head of their Church ; and when 
any Synod of Divines mcet,two ot the States 
are always preſent to hear that they debate 


nothing relating , or reflecting on the Go- 


vernment, or Governors; it they do, pre- 
fently the States cry, Ho la mijn Heeren Pre- 
dicamen, and if their Miniſters meddle with 


any thing relating ro the Government in 


their Pulpits, they ſend them a Brief,C(which 
ſome call a pair of Shooes) to quit tne City, 
and ſometimes Imprifon them to Boot ; bat 
_ if they behave themſelves quietiy and weil, 

as they ought to do, they then are reſpected 
by the Peopie as Gods upon Earth : "They 
have a Form of Prayer lent them kow they 
ihall Pray for the States, and Stadtholder, 
nor muſt they meddie with any other Reli- 
2101 in the Country , becauſe all forts are 
Tolerated, at leaſt Connived at by the Ma- 
21ftrates. Ail thole called the Presbiterian 
Miniſters, or States Clergy , are obiiged 
under a Forteture to have done Preaching 
and Praying by Eleven of the Clock in tne 
Forenoon on Sundays, becauſe then the 
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the Jews, Papiſts, and Lutherans, and others 
that may not marry alter the Calviniſtical 
Form; and the reaſon why the States thus 
marry them firſt according to Law, is to ren- 


der their Children Legitimate, bur they may 


marry again afterwards as they pleaſe them-. 
ſelves : None may marry until they have 
made their appearance at the Stadthouſe be- 
fore the Lords; where, it the Parties be 
agreed, the Preachers marry the Catviniſ?s, 
and the Scheepens marry all the reſt,who dit- 
ter from the Religion eſtabliſhed by Law. 
When one dies, the Friends dare not bu- 
ry the Corps until it hath lain three days 
open in the Coffin, that the Friends and Re- 
lations of the deceaſed may be ſatisfied that 


the Party hath not been murdered, or re- 


ported to be dead when alive ;. after three 
days , the Corps muſt be brought to'the 
Church before the Bell ceaſeth tolling, which 
is at two, for if you keep the Body untill halt 
three, then the Church Doors are lock'd, 


and for the firſt half hour muſt be paid 25 


Gilders, and for the ſecond 5o, and fo unti] 
ſix, then they may amerle you as much as 
they pleaſe. | 

There are many rich people who make 
that default on purpoſe, that they may have 
folemn occaſion of giving to the Poor, as I 


knew once an Engliſh Merchant did. 


The next thing I ſhall ſpeak of, is the me- 
thod which the States obſerve in ordering 
their 


A Deſcription of 
their Maritime Afairs, one of the greateſt 


Myſteries in their Government: The States 
General divide their Admiralty into Five 


ZO 


Courts, which they call Chambers. The 
Firſt is Rotterdam, ( which 1s. the Chamber 
calPd the Maeſe,) and hath the Admirals 
Flag. 


Then Amſterdam, which hath the Vice- 


Admirals Flag; and Zealand hath the Rear- 
Admairal's Flag ; the other 'Two Chambers 
are thoſe in North-Holland and Fr zefland, Each 
of theſe Five Chambers have their Admirals, 
Vice-Admirals, and Rear-Admirals, apart 
irom the States-Generals F "lags; 1o thatwhen 

the States have occaſion to ft out a Fleet 
of an Hundred Ships, more or leis, every 
Chamber knows the number they mult pro- 
vide for their proportion, though in regard 
of its Opulency, Amſterdam frequently helps 
her Neighbours,and adds two,or more,Ships 
than their ſhare comes to. Theſe Cham- 
bers have lately buiit 36 Men ot War, and 
now are building of 7 more ; and all this is 
done without notle,every one building their 
Proportion : And they have admir able me. 
thods in preſerving their Ships when built, 
and their Magazines are in good order, 
Ty- Ship having an Apartment to lay up all 
ics 'Equipage in; and at the top of their Ma- 

g4zines are vaſt Cilterns, 
conſtantly. jull of Water, having Pipes into 
every- Apartment -to let it down upon any 

accident 
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accident of Fire. And there is in their Ma- 
g4zines a Nurſery Room, where a Woman 
keeps an Office, to feed at certain hours of 
the day a great number of Cats, which af. 
terward hunt among the Stores for Mice and 
Rats, This great Magazine in Amſterdam 
was buwit in the time of Cromwell, in the 
ipace of 9 months and 14. days, in which 
time the Lords of the Admiralty gave the 
Workmen 4&rinkgelt as they call it, to incou- 
rage them to work more than at an ordina- 
ry rate. At this time, the biggeſt Man of 
War the States had was the Amelia, in. which 
the famous Admiral Trump was kilPd; the 
was a Ship of no more than 56 Guns, after. 
vard made a Fire-jhip. ButtheStates quick- 
y diſcovercd their want of great Ships, and 
herefore built, the ſame year, 20 Men of 
Nar, from Fo to 80 Guns: But the great 
hips built at Amſterdam, had like to have

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then the States ſend aboard each Ship a f

of the proviſion of War, and ſee that the 
Seamen have the States Allowance, and 
wholeſom Food: And great care is taken by 
the Lords, that both Captains and-Seatnen 
receive their Pay punctually for the time 
they are in the States Service : And for the 
incouraging their Seamen, there is plaiſtred 
on a Board, hanging by the Foremaſt, the 
ſeveral Rewards to ſuch as either take or firs 


a Flag-{hip, or take or fink any other Ship of 


the Enennes : Allo what Penſions a wounded 
Seaman Jhall have, if mainrd or dilabled in 
the States Service; &*e. _ -- : 
The Lords of the Admiralty follow the 
{ame methods which the States-General ob- 
erve, as to their Land Obligations, and go 
through this great Charge Þy the good Ma- 
nagement of their Credit ; for though it be 


true, that they are indebted great Sums of 


Money, yet they neyer want a Supply, nay, 
 Moneys are often forced upon them by rich 
Merchants, who ſend in their Moneys, and 
only take the Admiralties Obligations, with 
- which they aiterward pay their Cuſtoms, 
when their Ships arrive, at which timze the 
Admiralty allows them Intereſt for the time 
they have had their Money : And this is it 


that makes the Admiralties Obligations more: 


valued than ready Money, for it ſaves the 
trouble of telling : And fuch is the Credit 
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that when they have oc- 
caſion for any Goods, the People ftrive' to 


furnifh ttm , and rather take their Obliga- 


tions than Money, becaule they get Intereſt ; 


and all other Aftignments upon the Admi- 


ralty are very punctually paid, and without 


Exchequer Fees ; no they are Sworn 'Offi- 


cers , who are forbid to receive any Monies 


for Fees, being contented with the Sallery 
they have of the States. And their methods 


uſed at the Cuſtom-houſe for loading or un- 


loading Ships are very eaſe, inſomuch, that 
the Women generally haye the charging and 
diſcharging the Ships at the -Cuſtom-houte, 
which 1s a great Policy in the States to make 
Trade eafie for the Encouragement of.: the 


Merchants: And the Admiralty are very 


grateful and generous unto their Comman- 
ders ; if any, of their Admirals, or Captains 
are kiil'd at Sea, and have .done any conft-

Company of the Netherlands ; this Company 
3s ſaid to be a Commonwealth within a 


Commonwealth, and it 1s true, if you conſ\- 


der the Soveraign Power and Privileges they 


have granted them by the States General, 


and likewiſe conſider their Riches, and-vaſt 


number of Subje&s, and the many Territo- 
ries and Colonies they poſlleſs in the Eaſt. 
Jndies, they are laid to have 30000 Men in 
_ conſtant Pay, and above 200 CapitalShips, 


beſides Sloops, Ketches, and Yachts. This 


Company hath by their PolitickContrivances, 
and Sedulous Induſtry polleſſed rheypſelves 


of many Colonies formerly belonging. unto. 


the Spaniards, Portuguiſes , and divers In- 


dian Princes , and as good Chriſtians have 


been at great Charge in Planting the Goſpel 
of Chriſt in many parts there , Printing in 
the Indian Language Bibles, and Prayer 
Books, and Catechilms, tar the Inſtruction 
of the Indians, maintaining Miniſters and 
Schoolmaſters, to inform thoſe that are 
Converted to the Chriſtian Faith : And now, 
becaule I have ſaid that this Company is fo 
cohtiderable, and as it were a Common- 
wealth apart, I will demonitrate it to be ſo;

. ane Man, it ruins an hundred. "The Jews 
are the chief in that Trade, and are ſaid to

Theſe Actions are bought and old four times 
a day,at 8in the Morning in the Jews-{treet, 
at a II on the Dam, at 12 and at one a 
Clock upon the Exchange, and at fixin the 
Evening on the Dam, and in the Colleges or 
Clubs of the Jews until 12 at midnight, 
where many times the crafty Jews,and others 
*have contrived to coin bad News to make

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] ſhall now in the next place ſay ſome- 
thing of their Palace, or Magazine, in the 
new part of the City, the which may more 
pogery be called an Arſenal : It is a Build- 
uperb, that it looks more like a Kings 
Palace, than a Magazine for Merchants : I 
have meaſured the Ground on which this 
Arſtal ſtands, which I find to be 2200

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Sale. In the upper part of this large Palace 
ſit the Sail-makers at work; but on the lower 


part of this Houſe is an Aparment where . | 


the Committee allemble upon occaſion 
of Buſineſs: This Arſenal is not to be ſeen 
by Strangers without a Ticket irom the Be- 
winthebbers. Now all what I have ſpoken 


of theſe two Houſes, or Magazines, Woth, 


only belong unto the Chamber of Amſter. 
dam. There are yet other Chambers of 
the Company, who, according to their Quo- 
ta, or ſtock in the Company, have the like 
Houſes and Magazines, as the Chambers of 
Zealand, Delft , Rotterdam, Horne, and En« 
kuſm, And now I have named the Six 


Chambers, of which the Company 1s com. : 


poſed, I hall ſay ſomething of their Con- 
{titution, which 1s from an Octroy, or A& 
oi the States-General ; by which they have 
Sovereign Power over their Servants in the 
Indies, yea, their Authority reacheth their 
Servants in all Territories .of the States-Ge- 
nerals Dominions: It 1s Death for any of the 
States Subjects to be Interlopers againſt this 
Company ; nor may any, of what Nation 
loever, that lives in any of the Companies 
Territories, as Burghers or Servants, return 
into Europe without leave from the Com- 
pany, only thoſe called Freemen may de- 
part without asking leave to remove: The 


Grand Councel of this Company is the Af-

Alſo you pay for going 
over ſome Bridges, and paſting through 
Gates called Tolhek , a Stives for every Per- 
ſon ; but Coaches, Wagons or Horſes pay 
more. Theſe I have already named , you 
will fay, are too many ; yer I may not for- 
get to tell you, that Milk firſt pays as Milk;

tor all which a Man would think that aPeo- 
ple that ſtand fo much upon maintaining of 
their Liberty ſhould Mutiny, and refuſe pay-

Ster- 
ling to the War, and yet the ſame Man did 
Grumble to pay his Majeſties Conſul a pity- 
tul Fee or ..Contulat-Money on his Ships : 
The reaton whereof I once. asked him, who 
anſwered me, That the King could not raiſe 
a Penny in England without his Parliament,

and therefore much leſs could he do it in-the 
States Country: Thus theſe Phanaticks had 
rather make Bricks without $traw, than pay 
the leaſt Tribute to their Natural Prince's 
Officer. Should we in England be obliged 
to pay the Taxes that are here Pipes ; 
there would be Rebellion upon Rebellion j 
And yet after all that is here paid, no Man 
may bake his own Bread, or grind his owt 
Corn, or brew his Beer, nor dare any Mari 
keep in his Houſe a Hand-Mill, although it 
be but to grind Muſtard or Coffee.

I remem- 
ber alſo a Landlord of mine in Leyden bought 
a live Pig in the Market, and innocently 
brought it home, and killd it, for which he 
had like to have been ruined, becauſe he did 
not firſt ſend to the Exciſemen to ekcile it; 
and alfo let the Viſitors ſee that the Pig was 
tree from Diſeaſes. At another time a Wine- 
Merchant coming to give me a Vilit.to!d ms 
that he had the rareſt Rheniſh in the City,

what is the Vaderlands is ours, the Mtn of 
War are theirs, the ſumptuous Magazins, 
Bridges, and every thing what 1s the Vader. 
I;mds. And indeed in a ſenſe it is ſo, for 
they have this to comfort them , that if it 
pleaſe God to vitit them with Poverty, they 
_ and their Children have the Publick Purle 
to maintain them; and this 1s one mainReaſon 
why they lo willingly pay their Taxes as they 
do ; for there's not a Soul born in the States 
Dominions that wants warm Cloaths and 


Dyet, and good Lodging, it they make their | 


_ caſe known to the Magiſtrates. And for the 
| Vagabonds that rove up and down the 
vtreets, they are either Walloons, or other 


Strangers as pretend to have been ruined by 
the late Wars. 
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I ſhall now in the next .place let you 


know how excellently the Laws are here 
executed againſt Fraud and Perjury, and 


the Intention of Murders; which Laws were. 


once much uſed in Ergland, as you ſhall. 
hear hereafter when I ſpeak of the Duke of- 
Brandenburgh's Court. | 


I ſhall here inſtance a few particulars that 


happened in my time: 7 here was a Spark 

that made falſe Afignments on the Admi- 
ralty, who tho' related to many of the Ma- 

giſtrates of Amfterdam,had his Head cut offs 

and another who was a Clerk in the Mer- 
chants Bank , who made falſe Poſts in their 

Books, and had his Head alſo cut off; and all 
the Portions he had given withhis Daughters, 
the Husbands were forced to pay back, and 
all his Houſes and Goods were fold at his 
Doer 1n the open Streets : I knew a French 
Marquis, who 1wore his Regiment was com- 
pleat, and when the States knew thathehad 
not half his Regiment, he likewiſe had his 
Head cut off in the Priſon in the Hague : I 


- allo knew a French Pedagogue, a Runagado 


Monk, who deſigned to hive Murdered his 
Maſter Major Cavellio , and his two Pupils, 
young Children of the Majors , + and atter- 
ward to ſet the Houſe a Fire to colour the 
Murder, he had his Head cut off and {et 
upon a Poſt, with his Body on a Wheel near 
the Hague. ] could Name you two other 
Cheaters , who were ſeverely whipt under 
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the Gallows: and two under Farmers who 
defigned to run away with the States Money. 

The Cheat of breaking with a full Hand 
35 not ſo frequent in Holland as in England, 
(where ſome uſe it as a way to flip out of 


Buſineſs, and thento live conveniently after-. 


ward upon the Eſtates of other Men) be- 


cauſe in Holland they are more ſeverely pu- 
niſhed when diſccrered than in England : 
As on the contrary, thoſe that fall to decay 
through Loſſes, and unavoidable Accidents 
which they could not prevent, - find a more 
Ipeedy and eafie way of Compounding and 


Finiſhing Matters with their Creditors it they' 


be over-{trict, than the Cuſtom or Law 


of England doth aftord, tor the ſuing out'of 


Statutes of Bankrupts in England doth prove 
many times ſo pernicious both to Creditor 
and Debtor through the. tediouſneſs of the 
Proceedings, and the expenſiveneſs of Exe- 
cuting the Commiſſions, that what by Com- 
miſſioners Fees, Treats, and other incident 
Charges, the Creditors are put to ſuch Ex- 
pences as to be utterly diſappointed of their 
Debt, and the Poor Debtors for ever ruined 
and undone; IT ſhall therefore in this place 
give a Jhort Relation of the method uſed in 
Amſterdam in the cafe of Bankrupts, which 


perhaps may be taken notice of by our King: 


_ and Parliament, for the preventing Difor- 
ders and fad Abuſes that daily happen in 
Executing the Statutes of Bankrupts ; 
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Magiſtrates of Amſterdam every year Name 


Commiſſioners for Bankrupts, out of thoſe 
that make up a Judicature, like toour Courts 
of Aldermen in London; Theſe meet certain 
days in the Week in a diſtinct Chamber in 
the Stadthouſe, over whoſe Door is cut in 


Marble the Emblem of Fortune flying away 


with Wings, and round Cheſts turn'dupſide | 
down, with Mice and Rats Eating the Mo- 
ney-Bags, Pens, Inkhorns, and Paper-Books. 
There they receive Petitions irom Debtors 
and Creditors, and as occaſion requireth, 
lummon the Parties to appear before them, 
and to lay open the true State of the matter ; 
this done, they either by Authority ſeize tne 
Bankrupts Books and Ettects, orelſe withour 


any ſtir and noile leave all remaining 1n the 
Debtors Houſes, and ſend thither two Com- 


mittees to examine the Books, and make an 
Inventory of the Eſtate,with power to com- 
poſe the matter, withopt giving much tron. 


ble to the Parties, If the Commiliioner; 


find that the Debtor is come to decay by 
unexpected Lofles, and unavoidable Acci. 
dents, to which he did not at all contribute, 
it 15 their uſual way to propale to the Cre.

which happened in my time. 

The States having admitted a certain Jew 
to come and make ſuchan Oath beforethem, 
were at thedame time informed by the Goaler, 
that this Jew had been ſeen through the' 
chinks of the Door, quilting Ducats of Gold, 
and ſome Diamonds in his Cloaths, to the 
value of 5000 Gilders. "The States hereuporr 
admoniſhed the Jew to take heed to what 
he was about to Swear,becauſe the Law was 
very ſtric& againſt ſuch as made falſe Oaths 
before- them, and at the ſame time cauſed 
the Oath, and the Law+*to be Read unto 
him ; nevertheleſs the Jew offered to take 
the Oath, but the Lords not ſuffering himto 
Swear, becauſe then he muſt die by Law, 
cauſed him to be taken out into another 
Room and ſearched, where they found: a- 
bout him the Ducats and Diamonds * ©: his 
being told the Lords, they ſent for hinwan, 
and then Sentenced him to. have 60 Laſhes 
under the Gallows, and to be Baniſthed-the 
Country ; yet, becauſe the Jew had many 
Children, they gave the third part of what 
was taken about him to his Wite and Chil- 
dren, and a third tothe Poor, andtheother 
third to the Creditors, * which was enough 
to pay them their Debt : Theſe Commutlio- 
ners are paid by the States, and have not a 
Poit from Debtors or Creditors, torall what 
they do; Thoſe Commuillioners are allo 

E 4 much 
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much to be commended for their readine}s 
to do good Offices to thoſe Poor Merchants, 


who having lived honeſtly, are brought to. i 


decay by Loſſes and Crofles in their Trade ; 
who when they find any tuch ſo Poor that 


they can neither pay their Creditors, nor © 


maintain the charge of their Families, it 15 
their conſtant Cuſtom, to take their Chil- 
dren from them , and maintain and bring 
them up in their Hoſpitals ; yea, often alto 
lolliciting the Burghermaſters on their be- 
half, to beſtow ſome ſmall Office upon them 
for their Relief and Subſiſtance. And here 
I muſt not omit to acquaint you, that as the 


Compounding of Matters in Holland betwixt 


Debtor and Creditor, ſo as hath been faid, is 
very. caſic and equitable, fo is alſo their way 
or method of ſuing for Debts very favorable, 
which.is alter this manner ; In the farlt place, 
4 Nodte'or Summons is left at the Debtors 
Houle; and if he neglec& to appear, aſecond 
Summons is fent-, but then it he neither ap- 
pear-himielf, orfend his Proctor, the Sheritts 
order an Arreſt againſt him ; and at laſt, 
when he 1s brought before themif the matter 
be difficult , it. is referred to two or three 
good Men of the City, and time given him ; 
but it the Plaintiff make Oath, that he ap- 
prehends the Debtor hath a deſign to run a- 
way, then muſt the Priſoner either giveBail, 
or return to Priſon. It is a Remark that TI 
taye made in my Travels , -that excepting 
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France and Flanders, T never ſaw in any Pri- 
fon above forty, Priſoners for Debt at one 
time, and in Hop great Towns, asin Haer- 
Jem and others, ſometimes not one ; and the 
Reaſon hereof is plain, for you cannot lay a 
Man in Priſon for an Action or Debt, ſmall 
or great, but you muſt maintain the Prifoner, 
ſo that many times the Charges exceed the 
principal Debt,» and after all, the Prifoner 
can free himſelf z whereas the Cuſtom in 
England, encouraged by thoſe Varlets the 
Pettyloggers and Catchpoles, of turning a 
Man into a Priſon for a Crown, or it may 
be tor nothing at all, if he cannot find Bail, 


| he may lie and Starve there, 1s an abomina- 


ble abuſez as alſo that of Suborning falſe 
Witneſles, which is extreamly cried out a- 
gainſt beyond Sea. 

And now becauſe I am Speaking of Petty. 
loggers, give me leave to tell you.a Story I 
met with when I hved in Rome, going with 
a Roman to ſee ſome Antiquities, he ſhewed 
me a Chapel, Dedicated to one St. Ewona, a 
Lawyer of Britain, who he ſaid cameto Rowe 
to intreat the Pope to give the Lawyers of 
Britain a Patron, to which the Popereplied. 
'That he knew of no Saint but what was dif: 
poled of to other Profefitons; at which Evora 
was very fad,and carneſily beg'd of the Pope 
to think of one for them : Ar laſt, the Pope 
propoſed to St. Evona , that he ſhould go 
round the Church of St. Fohnu de Latera 
Blind. 
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Blindfold, and after he had faid fo many Ave

here is but one Advocate in Heaven, here 


is no room for you Lawyers. O but, ſaid St. 


Evona , I am that honeſt Lawyer who never 
took Fees on both ſides, or ever pleaded in 
a bad Cauſe; nor did I ever ſet my Neigh- 
bours together by the Ears, or lived by the 
Sins of the People. Well then, ſaid St. Peter, 
come in: 'ihis news coming down to Rome, 
a witty Poet writ upon St. Evona's Tomb 
theſe words ; St. Evona un Briton, Adwvocat 


on Larron, Hallelujah. "This Story put me- 


in mind of Bey. Fohnſou's going through a 
Church in Surrey, ſeeing Poor People weep- 
ing over a Grave, asked one of the Women, 
Why they wept? OQ faid ſhe, we have loſt 
our precious Lawyer, Juſtice Randal, hekept 
us all in Peace, and always was ſo good as 
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to keep us from going to Law,- the beſt Man 
that ever lived, Well, ſaid Ber. fohnſon,l will 


ſend you an Epitaph to writeupon his Tomb, 
which was,

And truly old Ber. was in the right, forin 
my time I have obſerved fome Gentlemen of 
that Profeflion, that have not acted like 
St. Evona, or Juſtice Randal, T will ſay no 


more of them, but with them as great Fees, 
and as much encouragement as the Lawyers 


have in Switzerland. 

I now come to Speak ſomething of the 
three Taxes I mentioned 1n the former part 
of my Remarks on Taxes, of which the firſt 
ought rather to be called an uſeful and pub- 
lick Invention, like to that of the Inſurance 
Office in London, then a publick Tax,leeing

Yet it is ſufficie:tly Compenſated by the 


advantage and ſecurity in the Eſtates, which ' 
private Perſons, who are obliged to pay it, 
reap thereby daily: I am confident, that if 


the King and Parliament thought fittointro- 
duce ſome , or all three of theſe Taxes into 
England, the publick charge of Government 
might be defrayed with more eaſe, and with 
lefs repining and clamour, than whenit muſt 
be done by new and high Impoſitions; how 


ever, our Governors are the proper Judges of 


that. 

The firſt.-then is an Houſe called the 
Merchants Bank, which is governed by di- 
vers Commuilltoners, Clerks, and Book. 
keepers, likewiſe an Eſſay-Maſter,who judgeth 
of the,-Gold and Silver , that at any time is 
brought into the Bank uncoined : The ſecu- 


rity given for preſervation thereof, are the 


States and Magiſtrates of Amſterdam, Now 
if you Þave a mind to put Money into the 
Bank, ſuppoſe. 1000 /. leſs or more, you 
mult-go to the Clerks, and ask a Foho for 
your Name, and then pay inyour Money 
at three or four per Cent. according as the rate 
of the Pank-Money is high or low, or you 


may buy it of thoſe called Caſhiers or Brokers; 


then get the Clerks to tet down in the Folio 
what you bring in; having done ſo,youmay 
draw this Sum, or fell it in what parcels you

for the ſame. If you ask, Where then is the 
Advantage for the Merchants? I anſwer,firſt, 
you have your Money ready at all times for 
ankveringBillsof Exchange,and making other 
Payments: You are at no charge for Bags or 
Portage, at no loſs by falſe tale, or bad Mo- 
ney, in no danger of 'Tineves, or unfaithful 
Servants, or Fire; and above all, you have 
the Accounts of your Caih moſt punually 
and juſtly kept without any trouble, or run- 
ning the risk of Goldſmith or Caſhierers 
breaking in your Debt ; for ſuch is their 
care, that twice a Year, or ſometimes oft- 
ner, they Thut up the Bank for 14. Days, and 
then all that have Concerns therein, muſt 
bring in their Accounts to the Clerks, who 
a few Days after, having viewed the Books, 
acquaint ſuch as have brought in wrong Ac. 
counts with their Miſtakes, deſiring them 
to return to their Books, and recite their 
Error, not telling them wherein the miſtake 
bes : So that I have known Merchants, in 
my time, ſent back three or four times with 
their wrong Accounts : But it they begin to 
grow impatient, and fay that they will ſtand 
to their Accounts, then they pay a Mulct to 
the Clerks upon their convincing them of 
their Miſtakes, either by charging too much 
upon the Bank, or forgetting or omitting 
what was their due. I knew two Merchants, 
who having forgot, the one 750 /. and the 
other 220 /, in their Accounts,” were honeſt-

the Bank is obliged for 5 1. a Year to ſend

| Beſides this care of the © 
Clerks in keeping and ſtating the Accounts, 
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miſſioners have Officers ſitting tolend Money 
upon all ſorts of Goods, even from a pair of 
Shooes to the richeſt Jewel, &c. This is a 
great convenience for Poor People ; yea, 
for Merchants alſo , who ſome times may 
want Money to pay a Bill of Exchange,and 
prevents the Cheating, and extraordinary 
Extortion uſed by the Pawn-brokers in Eng- 
land, France, and other Countries. And be- 
ſides, the Poor have their Pawns ſafely and 
well preſerved, neither are they punctually 
ſold when the Yearis out,or demied underthe 
pretext of being miſlaid, asthe Poorare often 

times ſerved by the wicked Pawn-brokers. 
There 1s alſo another. convemience in this 
Lumbert,v:iz. an excellent way they have of 
diſcovering Thieves, and the ſtolen Goods; 
they publiſh two general open Sales of Goods 
pawn'd, twice a year, that ſuch as will may 
redeem their Goods, and paying the Inte- 
reſt may have them, although the time be 
relapſed. Thus much as to the Lumberr. 1 
was once, according to my Duty, to wait 
upon the D. of Trk, at the Bank of Mer- 
chants, where ſhewing his Highneſs the way

He is reckoned.to be wholly tor the Tarrelh: 
of the FrenchKing ; who,notwithſtanding of 
that, pretends a Title to the Cittadel of 
Aldayence, As I was upon my Journey to 
Aſayence by Land, T made a turn down the 
Rhine to viſit the famous little City of. Back- 
rack, and ſome Towns belonging to the 
Landtgrave of Heſſe, but eſpecially Backrack, 
Rs Travellers ſay, it much reſembles 
Feru/alem in 1ts Situation and manner of 
Buildings. "The Burghermaſter of this LY 
told me, thatthe whole Country about Back- 
rack dogs not yield above 200 Fouders of 
Wine a year; and yet the Merchants of Dorr, 
by an Fe of Multiplication, which they 


have uſed ſome years, furniſh England with 
ſeveral thouſand -of Fouders. Here I ſhall 
take the Liberty to relate a ſtrange Story, 
which I found recorded in this Country, te 
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Xe That I know it to be mentioned in Hiſtory . 
: other - There was a certain cruel and inhiman B1- 
y Temp; ſhop of Mayence, who, in a year of great 
L kata ſcarcity and Famine, when a great number 
ef rake, of poor People came to his Gates begging 
um, & for Bread, cauſed the poor Wretches, Men, 
2 WM Women, and Children, to be put into a 
Barn, under pretext of relieving their Ne- 
 _ cefllities,butfo ſoon as they were got in,cauſed 
Me 0 WM the Barn Doors to be ſhut, Fire ſet to it, 
OM ind fo burnt them all alive : And whilſt the 
nd Foils oor Wretches cried and ſhrieked out for 
Kc ms Horror and Pain, the barbarous Miſcreant 
Iylortie iz f4id to thoſe that were about him, Hark, - 
orvithſads how theRats and Mice do-cry. But the juſt 
) the Cit Judgment of GOD luſfered not the Facttto 
y my Jours: paſs unpuniſhed ; for not long alter the cruel

e City dk that all the Guards he kept about him could 
Klonging 0! not ſecure him from them, neither at Table 
xcally 537 nor in Bed; at length he reſolved to flee for 
mich i Safery into a Tower that ſtoodin the middle.

upon their Expedition into Galz, which 
they conquered, and named it France: And 
I thought it might very well deſerve the 


Name of Perty-London, becauſe of its Privi- 
leges, and the Humour ofthe Citizens. It 


35 a Hanſiatick: and Imperial Town, and 
Commonwealth, the Magiſtrates being Lu- 
therans, which is the publick eſtabliſhed Re-

is populous; and frequented by all ' forts of. 


Merchants, from moſt parts of Europe, and 
part of Aa alſo,becauſe of the two greatFairs 
that.are yearly kept there : Many Jews live 


in this City, and the richeſt Merchants are , 
Calvinifts, who are not ſuffered to have a 


Church in the Town, but half an hours 
Journey out of it, at a place called Bucknam, 


where I have told Seventy four Coaches at a 


time, 
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time, all belonging to Merchants of the 
City. It was in ancient times much en- 
rich'd by Charlemain, and- hath been ſince +: 
by the Conſtitution of the Golden-Bull : A- 

monglt other Honours, and Privileges, it's 
appointed to be the place of the Emperor's 
Eleftion, where many of the Ornaments, be- 
longing to that Auguſt Ceremony, are to 
be ſeen. It is ſtrongly fortified, having a 


| ſtately Stone-bridge over the Mayne, that 
_ Joyns tt to Saxe-bouſen, the 


Quarter of the 
Great Maſter of the Teutonick-Order. 'The 


Government 1s eaſie to the People, they not 


being taxed as other Citics are ; and had it 
not been” for. the Alarms the French gave 
them, during the laſt War, they had not 
been much troubled, bur being' forced to 
keep 3 or 4000 Men 1n conſtant Pay to de- 


fend their Fortifications, the Magiltrates 


were conſtrained to raiſe Money by a Tax. 


; Beſides that of the Emperor, they are under 


the Protection of ſome Neighbouring Prin- 
ces, - as of the Landtgrave' of Heſſe-Caſjel , 
Landtgrave of Armſtadt, the Count of Solmes, 
and the Count of Hanav, who are cither 
Lutherans or Calviniſts, amongſt whom the 
late Eleor Palatine was alio one; but whe- 
ther the preſent, who is a Roman Catho- 
lick, be ſo or not, I cannot tell. This 
City takes great care of their Poor, and in 
their Charity to poor Travellers exceed Ho/- 


| Jand ; I have ſeen a Liſt of Seven thouſand 


whom 
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whom they relieved in one year. Their 
oreat Hoſpital is a large CourtorPalace,where 


the Engliſh Merchants formerly lived, in the . 


time 'of Queen Marys Perſecution of the 
Proteſtants, who, when they wererecalled by 
Queen Elizabeth, were ſo generotfs as to give 
' the whole Court, with all their Pack-houſes 
and Lands to the Poor of the City. It was 
my fortune to be there in that cold Winter 
in the year 1683, and faw a Ceremony 
pertormed by the Wine-Coopers of the City, 
who are obliged by Law , | that when ever 
the Maine hes faſt frozen over for8 days toge- 


ther, to make agreat FouderFat, Hoops and 


Staves , and ſet it up compleat upon the Ice. 
It was very good diverſion to ſee fo many 
Hands at Work, and to obſerve the jollity 


and mirth of the many Thouſands of Spe. 


tators, who wanted not plenty of Rheniſh 
Wine to Carouſe in. 

I had the curioſity. afterward to go to the 
Court of the Landtgrave of Armeſtadt, a 
Lutheran Prince, who lves in part of the 
richeſt Soil in Germany. His Highneſs is a 
very courteous and obliging Princeto Stran- 


gers, and his Subjects are in a pretty good 


Condition again,though they have been great 
Sufferers by the laſt War between the Landt. 
grave ol Heſſe and this Family. 
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F Rom thence I went to 'Heidleberg, a City 


I had been formerly in, in theLifetime 
of that Wiſe, though unfortunate Prince 
Ele&tor, -Elder Brother - to Prince Rupers. 
Here I had the Honour to pay my Dutiful 
Reſpedts to the Elector,the Son of thatgreat 
Prince, whole Commiſlary I had the Ho. 
nour to be for two years together in Amſter. 
dam. This Prince, ſince my being there, is 
Dead , and left behind him the Reputation 
of having been a zealous thorough paced 


 Calviniſt, and fo conſtant a frequenter of the 


Church, that ſome Sundays he went thrice 
a day to Sermon ; but never failed, if in 
Health, to be once a day :t leaſt at the Ga- 
riſon Church , where he took particular na- 


' tice of ſuch Officers as were abſent. He was 


Married to a moſt Virtuous Lady, the Royal 
Siſter of the King of Denmark, and his Bro- 
ther Prince George. During his Life time the 
Univerſity of Heidleberg flouriſhed exceed- 
ingly, ſo that the number of Students was 


| fo great, that Chambers and Lodgingsinthe 


City were ſcarce, and'Spanhemius was about 
quitting Leyden to return to his Profeſſors 
place in Hezdleberg; but how matters ſtand 
ſince his Death, I am as yet ignorant. This 
Country 1s called, the Paradiſe of Germany, 
for its Curfaincl in Wine, Corn, and all 


forts of Fruit. I my felf have ſeen growing 


1n one Plain, at the lame time, Vines, Corn, 
ES Cheltnuts, 
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Cheſtnuts, Almonds, Dates, Figs, Cherries, 
beſides ſeveral other ſorts of Fruit. And as 
the Country is fertile in yielding the Fruits 
of the Earth, ſo the People are careful in 
providing Store Room for them. This I 
take notice of, - becauſe of the prodigious 
. Rheniſh Wine Fats whichare to beſeenthere, 
amoneglt which -there are Seven, the leaſt 
whereot holds the quantiry of 250 Barils of 
Beer,as I calculated ; but the large and moſt 
celebrated Fatis that which goes by the name 
of the great Tunot Heidleberp, and holds 204.

drank the French Kings Health. All being 
jat down at Table, and merrily Feeding, 
the Ele&tor drank the Health, and the Signal 
was given ; whereupon the Muſick began 
to play its part, with ſuch a roaring and un- 
couth Noiſe out of that vaſt Cavity below, 
that the French and other Perſons *of Qua- 
lity who were unacquainted with the deſign, 
looking upon it to be an infernal and omi- 
nous Sound, in great aſtoniſhment began to 
cry out, Feſw Maria, The Worlds at an end, 
and to ſhift every one for himſelf in fo great 
Diſorder and Confuſion, that for haſte tobe 
gone they tumbled down Stairs one over 


© another. All that the Eletor could ſay to 
 compole them, was either not heard,or not 


valued, nor could any thing fatisfie and re- 
aſſure them, till they ſaw the A'&tors come 
marching out of their Den. Had not. many 
Perſons of Quality and Travellers ſeen this 
Fat as well as my ſelf, who know that what 
I fay of its incredible bignels to be true, I 
ſhould be afraid the Reader might think I 
impoſed upon his Credulity. 
From Heidleberg I went to ſee that im- 
pregnable Fort or Cittadel of Manheim allas -

godd a Head as any Germany afforded; who 
though ſome have too partially. judged of 
him by his Misfortunes, yet by the wiſeſt of 
the Age was accounted the Cato of Germany. 


The Wwleſt and beſt Men of the World have 


been unfortunate, which makes ſome to be 
of the Opinion, ,That God in his Wiſdom 
thinks fit it ſhould be fo, leſt otherwiſe they 
might attribute their Proſperity rather to the 
wile direction of their own Conduct , than 
his a Providence: And indeed Qaily 
Experience ſeems to evince the Truth of this, 
fince we ſee Knaves and Fools advanced to 
Preferment and Riches,when Men of Virtue 


and Parts die negleted, and 'poor in the 


Eyes of the World, though rich in the en- 
yjoyment of a contented Mind. But this is a 
digreflion which the Hohour I have for the 
memory of that great Man hath led meinto, 
and therefore I hope will be pardoned by 
the Reader. In the Cittadel of Manheim I 
faw ſome of the Records of that Illuſtrious 
Family, which without diſpute is the moſt 
ancient of all the Secular Ele&ors, being EL 
der to that of Bavaria, which ſprung from 
one and the ſame Stock ; to wit, two Em- 
perors of Germany, Many Writers derive 
them originally from Charlemain, by the 
Tine of Pepin King of France. There have 


been ſeveral Emperors of that Race, one 
King of Denmark, and four Kings of Sweden; 
ONS 
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one of which was King of Norway alſo, be-. 
ſides many great Generals of Armies in Ger- 
many, Hungary, France; andother Countrys. 
Since I can remember there were five Pro- 
teſtant Princes Heirs to that Ele&oral Dig- 
nity alive ; which now by their Death is 
fallen to the Duke of Newbourg, the preſent 
Prince Ele&or Palatine, a Roman Catholick, 
whoſe Daughter is Empreſs of Germany, and 
another of his Daughters Married to the 
King of Portugal, athird tothe King of Spazy, 
and a fourth to Prince Fames of Poland.

olity to go ſee what figurethat Famous 


* City now made, ſince it had changed its 


Maſter ; for I had been thrice there before, 
when it flouriſhed under the Emperors Pro- 
tection, with the liberty of a Hanfiatick 
Town : And indeed, I found itfodisfigured, 
that had it not been tor the ſtately Cathedrat 
Church, and fair Streets, and Buildings, I 
could ſcarcely have known it. In the Streets 
and Exchange, which formerly werethrong- 
ed with ſaber, rich, and peaceable Merchants, 
you meet with none hardly now but Men

which amounts to more Money than at firlt

Low Dutch , and Engliſh Languages , 
which ſhe ſpeaks to Perfetion: Her Hus- 


band has the Title of the Gentleman of 


Germany , a gracefut and comely. Prince 
both a Foot, and on Horſeback,. Civil to 


_ Strangers beyond compare, infinitely Kind 


and Beneficent to- People in Diſtreſs, and 
known in the World for a\Valignt and 
Experienced Soldier. I had the Honour 
to ſee his Troops, which , without Contro- 
verſie are as good Men , and Commanded 
by as expert Officers as any are in Europe : 
Amongſt his Officers I found brave' Stcel- 
Hind Gordon , Colonel of an excellene Re- 
giment of Horſe, Grimes, H wmilton, Talbst, 
and others of our Kings Subjects. - God hath 
bleſt the Prince with a numerous Off-ipring, 
having ſix Sons, all gallant Princes ; of

Coach-Horſes: He .himfelf is a Lutheran, 
but as his Subjects are Chriſtians of different 
Perſwaſions, and ſome of them Jews too, ſs 
both in his Court and Army he entertains 


Gentlemen of various Opinions and Coun- | 


cries, as Ttalian Abbots, and Gentlemen that 


ſerve him, and many Calviniſt French 


Officers: Neither is he fo Bigotted in his 
Religion , * but that he and his Children go 
many times to Church with the Princels, 
who is a Calvinilt, and join with her in her 
Devotion. His Country is good, having 
Gold and Silver Mines 1n 1t , and his Sub- 
jects live well under him; as do thoſe alſo 
of his Brother the Duke of Lunenburg, and 
their Cozen the Duke of Wolfembuttel, which 
are the three Princes of the Houſe of Lunen. 
b.urg; of whom it may be ſaid, that they 


have always ſtuck honeftiy to the right ſide, - 


and betriended the Intereſts of the Empire ; 
{to that no by-Reſpe&, neither Honour nor 
Profit, could ever prevail with them, as 1t 
has with others, to make them abandon the 
publick Concern. 2 
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Rom'this Princes Court I went to Zell,the 
1 Reſidence of the Duke the elderBrother 
of the Famiiy. This Prince is called the 


Mighty N:»rod, becauſe of the great delight 
he takes in Hortes, Dogs, and Hunting. He 


did me the honour to let me ſee his Stables, 
wherein he keeps 370 Horſes, moſt of them 
Engliſh, or of Engliſh Breed. His Dogs; 
which are allo Engliſh, are ſo many, that 
with great care they are quartered in ſeveral 


Apartments according to their Kind and 


Qualities, there being a large Office like-a 
Brewhouſe employed for boyling of Malt 
and Corn for them. It is this valiant Prince 
who took Trieves from the French, and made 
the Mareſchal de Cregui Priſoners: He is ex- 


treamly obliging to Strangers, and hath ſeve- 


ral brave Scotth Officers under his Pay, as 
Major-General Erskin, Graham, Coleman, Ha-. 
milton, Melvin, and others. His Lieutenant- 
General is one Chavet a Proteſtant of Al{a- 


72a, an excellent and experienced Comman- 


der. I ſhall add no more concerning this 
Prince, his Officers, or Country ; but that 
he, with the other two Princes of the Houſe 
of Lunenbourg, Hanouer , and Welfembuttel, 
can upon occaſion bring into theField 36000 
daldiers, whom they keep in conſtant Pay,

If any Man cauſe another to be Arreſted 
for Debt, or upon any other Suit , the

1s ſevere in the execution of 
Juſtice againſt Thieves ; Murderers, and 
Cheats. "There 1s no Pardon to be expe- 
&ed tor Murder, and a Burghermaſter him- 
ſelf, it Guilty, cannot eſcape. The Pu. 
hiſhment for Murder 1s here as in Swedes, 
breaking Maleta&tors on the Wheel, pinching 
their Breaſts and Arms with hot Pincers: 
{pitting them in at the Fundament, and ou 
at the Shoulder: They haye allo cruel ways 
of *Torturing to make Priſoners conſels ; 
and are very caretul not to be cheated in 
their Publick Revenue, their Exciſe-men 


and Colletors being Puniſhed as in Holand. 


They take a very good courſe not to be 


cheated in' their Excile, for all the Mills of 


the Country are itt the hands of the State; 
ſo that no Baker nor Brewer can grind his 
own Corn, but muſt have it ground at the 
States Mills, where they pay the Excile. 
There . is a General Tax upon all Houſes, 
and that is the Eighth Penny, which never- 
theleſs does not excuſe them from Chimney- 
money. Lhe States here, as at Genoua in 


Iraly, are the Publick Vintners, of whom 
all People muſt buy their Wine , which 
they 
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| they buy from the Merchant, or otherwiſe 


import it in their own Ships. In their Ce- 
remontes of Burying and Chriſtening, they 
are ridiculouſly Prodigal; as for Inſtance? If 


- one invite a Burghermaſter, he muſt give 


him a Ducat in Gold; it a Radts-heer, that 
is, an Alderman , a Rixdollar; to every 
Preacher, Dottor of Phyſick, Advocate or 
Secretary, halt a Rixdollar ; and to every 
Schoolmaſter, the third part of a Rixdollr. 


The Women are the Inviters to Burials, 


Wedaings, and Chriſtenings, who wear at 
Antick kind of a Dreſs, having Mitred Caps 
as high again as the Mitre of a Biſhop. 
The Churches here are rich in Revenues 
and Ornaments, as Images and ſtately Or- 
gans, wherein they much delight. They 
are great Lovers of Mufick, infomuch that I 
have told 75 Maſters of ſeveral forts of Mu- 
ſick in one Church, beſides thoſe who were 
in the Organ-Gallery. Their Organs are 
extraordinary large : I meafured the great 
Pipes in the Organs of St. Catherine's and 


_ St. Fames's Churches, and found thein to be 


3 Foot and 3 quarters in circumference, and 
32 Foot long; in cach of which Organs 
there are two Pipes 5 Foot and 8 Inches 
round. The Wealth and Trade of this 
City encreaſes daily; they fend one Year 
with another 7o Ships to Greezland, and 
have wonderfully Engroiled that Trade 
from Enzland and Holland, and it's believed, 


s that 
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that ſmall and great there are belonging to 
this Commonwealth five thouſand Sail of 
Ships. Aﬀer Amſterdam, Genoua and Venice, 
their Bank is reckoned the chief in Credit ; 
but in Trade they are accounted the third in 


Europe, and come next ' to London and Am- . 


fterdam. Hambiurg 1s now become the Ma- 
gazine of Germany, and of the Baltick and 
Northern Seas. They give great Privileges 
to the Jews, and to all Strangers whatſoever, 
eſpecially the Engliſh Company of Merchant 
Adventurers, whom they allow a large Build- 
ing, where they have a Church, and where 


the Deputy-Governour, Secretary, Miniſter, 


and the other Officers of the Company live, 
to whom they yearly make Preſents of Wine, 
Beer, Sheep, Saimond and >oturgeon in their 
ſeaſons. And ſo much of Hamvourg, 


FE Rom Heumbourg I went to Lubeck, which 
1s allo a Commonwealth and Imperial 
Town, It is a large well-buit City, con- 
taining ten Parith-Churches; the Cathedral 
dedicated to St. Pcter being in length 500 


Foot, with two high Spires all covered with 


Prafſs, as the reſt oi the Churches of that Ci- 
ty are. In fgrmer times this City was the 


p:ace where the Deputies of all the Hanſia- | 


tick Towns - allembled, and was once fo 
powerful as to make War againſt Denmark 


and Sweden, and to conquer, ſeveral places 


and Iſlands belonging to thoſe two Crowns, 
Een nay® 
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nay and to lend Ships to England and other 
Potentates, without any prejudice to their 


own "Trade, wherein they vyed in all parts 


.with their Neighbours ; but it is now ex- 


ceedingly run, into decay, not only in Ter- 
ritories, but in Wealth and Trade allo. And 
the reaſon of that was chiefly the Inconſide- 
Tate Zeal of their Latheran Miniſters, who 


perlwaded the Magiſtrates to baniſh all Ro- 


'man_ Catholicks, Calviniſts, Jews, and all 


that dillented from-:them in matter ' of Rehi- 


gion, even theEngliſh Company-too, who 
all went and ſetled in Hambonrg, to the great 
Advantage of that City, and almoit ruine of 
« Lubeck, which hath not now above 200 Ships 
"belonging to it; nor more Territories to the 
State than the Ciry it ſelf, and 'a ſmall part 
called Termond, about eight Miles diltant from 


it. The reſt of their Territories are now in 
the poſlefſion of the Danes and Swedes, by 
whom the Burghers are ſo continually alarm- 
ed, that they are quite tired out with keep- 
ing Guard, and payigg of Taxes. The Ci- 


- ty is indeed well fortified; but the Govern- 


ment not being able to maintain above 1500 
Soldiers in pay, 490 Burghers in two Com- 
panies are obliged to. watch every Day. They 
have a'large well-built Stadthouſe, and an 
Exchange covered, on the top whereof the 
Globes of the World are painted. "This Ex- 
change is about 5o Yards in the-length, and

which hath bred ſuch Warriors ; but if he 
approach it, he will ſoon find himſelf unde- 
ceived. Entering into Swegeland, at a place 
called Landſort, welaild forward amongſt high 


Rocks, having no other proſpect from Land 


but Mountains till we came to Dolters, which 
is about four Swediſh, that is, twenty four 


Engliſh Miles from Stockholm, the Capital 


City of the Kingdom. Upon my coming 
aſhore, I confeſs T was a little furprized to 
ke the Poverty of the People ; and the little 
Wooden Houſes they lived in , not unlike 
Soldiers Huts in a Leaguer ; but much more, 


| when I diſcovered little elſe in the Country 


but Mountainous Rocks, and ſtanding Lakes 
of Water. The Reader will excuſe me, I 
hope, if I remark not all that I may have 
taken notice of in this Country, ſeeing by 


What T have already written, he may per- 
_ ceive that my Deſign is rather to obſerve the 


Manner of the Inhabitants living, than to 
awe a full Deſcription of every thing that 
may be ſeen in the Country they live in.

ol looks great, becauſe of- the King's Pa- 


lace, the Houſes of Noblemen, and ſome 
Churches which are ſeated upon Rocks: And 
inaccd, the whole City and Suburbs #and 


tpon Rocks, unleſs it be ſome few Houſes 


built upon Ground gained from the Rivers 


that run through the Town, Stockhelz has 


its Name from a Stock or Log of Wood, 
winch three: Brothers threw into the Water 
tive Miles above the City, making a Vow, 
that where-ever that Stock ſhould ſtop, they 
would build a Caſtle to dwell in. The Stock 
itopt at the Holm, or Rock where the Pas 
hce of the King now ſtands : And: the Bro- 
thers, to be as good as their word, there 
' built«heir Caſtle, which invited others to do 
the likes; 1o that in proceſs of time the other 
Rocks or Holms were covered with Build- 
ings, Which at length becaing the Capital 
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City of the Kingdom. It is now embeliſhed 
with a great many ſtately Houſes, and much 
improved irom- what it was 400 Years ago, 
as indeed moſt Cities are; for the Stadthouſe 
then built, is ſocontemptible and low, that in 
Holland or England it would not be ſuffered 


| toſtand to diſgrace the Nation. The Coun- 


cl-Chamber where the Burghmaſters 2nd 
Raedt fit, is two Rooms caſt into oge, not 
above nine Foot high ; and the two Rooms 
where. the Sheritls and the Erve College 
(which is a Judicature like to the Doctors 
Commons in England) fit, are not above 
eight Foot and a half high. The King's Pa- 


lace is a large Square of Stone-building, 1n 


lome, places very high, but an old and irre- 
oulÞ Fabrick, without a ſufficient quantity 


. of Ground about it for Gardens and Walks. 


It was anciently furrounded with Water ; but 
ſome Years: fince part of it was filled up to 
make a Way from the Caſtle-Gate down in- 
to the old Town. In this Palace there are 
large Rooms; but the Lodgings of the King, 
Queen, and Royal Family, are three Pair of 
Stairs high, the Rooms in the firit and ſe- 


cond Stories being deſtin'd for theSenate- 


Chamber, and other Courts of Judicature. 
The King?s Library 1s four Pair of Stairs 
tigh, being a Room about forty ſix Foot 
{quare, with a Cloſet adjoyning to it not + 
half the Dimenſions.

1 began to think that the French Author 


wrote Truth, who in his Remarks upon. ' 


Swedeland ſays, That when Queen Chriſtina 


reſigned the Crown to Carolus Guſtavus, the \ 
Father of this preſent King, ſhe diſpoſed of 
the beſt of the Furniture of the Court, and 
gave away a large ſhare of the Crown-Lands 


to her Favorites.; in ſo much that the King, 
conſideging the poor Condition ſhe had left 
the Kingdom in, and ſeeing the Court fo 
meanly Ficrailind ,faid, That had he known 
before he accepted the Crown, what then 


.he did, he would have taken other Mea. 


ſures. 

There are many other ſtately Palaces in 
Stockholm belonging to the Nobility ; but 
many of them for want of Repairs, andKot 
being inhabited, run to ruine ; ſeveral of the 


Nobles who lived in them formerly, having - 


loſt the Eſtates that maintained their ancient 
Splendor, as we ſhall ſee hereafter, being 
retired unto a Country Life. There are al- 
ſo ſome other Magnificent Structures begun, 
but not finiſhed, as that ſtately Building 1n- 
tended for a Parliament-Houſe for the No. 
bles, and two or three"Churches : But what 
I moſt wonder at, is the Vault wherein the 
late King 1ies buried, 1s not as yet covered 
but with Boards, for it is to be obſerved that 
the Kings of Seder have no Tombs and Mo-" 
numents as in En-2/and and other Countries: 
but are put into Copper Coffins, with In- 
a oeadeerierreeP __ ſeriptions 
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_ {criptions on them, and placed one by ano- 
* ther in Vaults, adjoyning to the Gray-Friers 


Church. Theſe Vaults are about eight in 
Number, having Turrets over them, with 
Veins of Ee i gilt, carved into the Cy- 
phers of the ſeveral Kings who give them 
their Names by being the firſt that are inter- 
red in them. "The Vault of the late King is 
not yet finiſhed, no more than the Fabricks 
above-mentioned , which perhaps may be 
imputed to the late "Troubles of Swedeland. 
The Number of the Inhabitants of Stockholm 
are alſo much decreaſed within theſe few 
Years, partly by reaſon. of the removal of 
the Court of Admiralty and the Kings Ships 
from that City to Charles-Crown, anew Ha- 
ven lately made about 200 Engliſh Miles 
from thence, which hath drawn many Fa- 
milies belonging to the Fleet and Admiralty 
from Srockholm to live there: And partly, 
becauſe many of the Nobility, Gentfy, and 


_ thoſe that depended on them, -are, as I faid 


before, withdrawn from Stockholm to a: re- 


tired Life in-the Country. Nevertheleſs the 


ordinary ſort of Burghers, who ſtill remain, 
are extreamly poor; ſeeing the. Women are 
fain to work like Horſes, drawing Carts, and 
as Labourers in England, ſerving Maſons and 
Bricklayers with Stone, Bricks and Mortar, 
and unloading Veſſels that bring thoſe Mate- 
rials ; fome of the poor Creatures in the 
Summer-time tolling in their Smocks with- :

form alſo the part of Watermen , and for a -

in publick. He Eats commonly with the 
two Queens, his Mother and Conſort, who 


15 a Virtuous Princeſs, Siſter to the King of 
Denmark, . She. 1s the Mother of five Chil- 
- dren, three Sons and two Daughters, with 
whom ſhe ſpends moſt of her time in Re- 
tirement. The King is a goodly Prince, 
whom God hath Bleiled and Endowed with 
Accompliſhments far beyond what might 
have been expected from- his Education , 


wherein he was extreamly abuſed, being 


Taught littie more than his Mother Tongue. 


He-1s Gracious, Juſt and Valiant, conſtant 


at his Devotion, and utterly averſe from all 
kind of Debauchery, and the unfaſhionable 
Dancing. _- 

' His tports are Hunting and Exerciting of 
his Guards, and he rarely appears publickly, 
or gives Audience to Strangers, which is 
imputed to his Senſe of the negle& of his 
Fducation. He 1s a Prince that hath had a 


very hard beginning in the World, which _ 


hath many times proved fortunate to great 
Men; and indeed, it we- conſider all the 
circumſiances of his early Misfortunes, how

he was ſlighted and neglected by his Nobles, 
who would hardly vouchlafe to pay him a 
viſit when he was among them in the Coun- 
try, or to do him Homage tor the Lands 
they held of the Crown ; and how by the 


_ pernicious Connſels of the French, and the 


weakneſs or treachery, of his Governors, he 
was nuſled into a War that almoſt coſt him 
his Crown, having loſt the beſt of his Ter- 


ritories in Germany and Schonen, and molt of 


his Forces both by Sea and Land: It, I ſay, 


theſe things be conſidered, it will probably 
appear, that hardly any Prince before him 
hath in a ſhorter time, or more fully ſetled 
the Authority and Prerogative ol the Crown, 
than he hath done in Sweden ; for which he 
itands no ways obliged to France, as he was 
tor the Reſtauration of what he loſt during 
the War. Heisnow as abſolute as the French 
King, and makes Edidts, which have the 
Force of Laws, without the concurrence of 
the Eſtates of the Kipgdom. He hath ereded 
two Judicatures, the one called the College 
of Reduction, and the othengof Reaonss | 
the firſt of which hath put his Myeſty in 
Poſleflion again of all Lands alienated from 


' the Crown, and the other called to account 


all Perſons, even the Heirs and Executorsof 
thoſe who had cheated the Crown, and 
made them refund what they or their Prede- 
cellors had appropriated to their own uſe of 

EE. the 
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the publick Revenue. Thele two neceſſary 
Conſtitutions, as they have reduced many 
great Families to a pinch , who formerly 
lived ſplendidly upon the Crown Lands and 
Revenues, and obliged them to hiveathome 
upon their ancient and private Patrimony in 
the Country , which 15 one great cauſe that 
' the Court of Sweden is at preſent ſo unfre- 
quented ; ſo have they enabled his Majeſty, 
without burdening of his Subjects, to ſupport 
the Charges of the Government, and to 
maintain 64000 Men in pay. The Iruthis, 
his other Revenues are hut fmall, what a- 
riſes from the Copper and Iron Mines, one 
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Silver Mine , the Pitch and Tar, the Cu- 


{toms and Exciſe amounts to no extraordi- 
nary Sum of Money, and the Land Tax in 
fo barren a Country ſcarcely deſerving to be 
named. 'The Calle and Exciſe, I con- 
fels;are very high, and the rigorous manner 
of exacting them pernicious to Trade: Astor 
inſtance ; If a Ship come to Srockbolme from 
London,with a hunderd ſeveral ſorts of Goods, 
and thoſe Gob8ds afligned to fifty ſeveral 
Men mere or leſs, if any of thoſe fifty do 


not pay the Cuſtom of what belongs to him, _ 


though it be for a Barrel of Beer , the Ship 
ſhail not be unladen, nor no Man have his 
Goods out, though he hath fully pay'd the 
Cuſtoms for them , till this laſt Man hath 
pay'd his. "There are feyeral other filly 
| Cuſtoms 
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Cuſtoms in Swedeland that diſcourages Men 
from Trading there ; as if any Stranger Die 


there, a third of his Eſtate muſt go to the 
City or Town where he Traded. No Fo-. 


reign Merchant in Srockholme can Travel in- 


to any Country where there is a Fair with- 
out a Paſſport : And at preſent, ſeeing there 
is no Treaty of "Trade betwixt England and 
Sweden, though the Engliſh bring as conſide- 
rable a Trade to that Kingdom as any other 


- Country whatloever, yet they are very un- 


kindly uſed by the Officers of the Culſtom-_ 
Houſe ; whereas the Dutch in LZubeck, and 
other Cities, have new and greater Privi- 
leges allowed them. Nor would I Counſel 


an Engliſh-man to go to Law with a Swediſh 
* Burgher in Sweden , eſpecially if he be a 


Whiggiſh Scot , who hath got his Freedom 
in Stockholme, for thoſe are a kind of Scrapers, 
whom T have obſerved to bemore inveterate 
againſt the Engliſh than the Native Swedes. 
Of all the Swediſh Army of 64000 Men, 


the King keeps but 12 Companies of 200 


Men a-peice , with ſome few Horſe Guards 
in Srockholme , who are not upon Duty as 
Sentinels at the Court Gates, asat the Courts 
of other Princes. The reſt are diſperſed in- 
to Quarters and Gariſons upon the Frontiers, 
which are fo far diſtant in that large compaſs 
of Land which his Territories take up, that 
it would require a hard and tedious work to 
bring them together to a general Muſter.

They are however ke 
Diſcipline, and thoſe that lie near, often 
Viewed by the King. They have odd forts 
_ of Puniſhments for the Soldiers and Officers 
of all Degrees ; For Example, if a Serjeant 
or Corporal be Drunk, or neghgenton Du- 
_ ty, they are put into Armour;and with three 
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 Muskets tied under each Arm; made to walk 


ewo Hours before the Court of Guard; yer, 
for all the ſeverity of Diſcipline uſed againſt 
the Soldiers, they commit many Abules in 
the Night time, Robbing, and ſometimes 
killing Men upon the Streets in Srockhohme, 
where they have no Lights nor Guards as in 
Copenhagen, Jn tormer times there have 
been at one time 35 Colonels, beſides Ge- 
neral Officers in the Swediſh Army , all the 
Subjects of the King of Great +Britaim , but 
at preſent there are few or none, unlels it 
be the-Sons of ſome Scotiſh Officers De- 
ceaſed ; nor did I ever ſee an Englith-Man 


in the Kings Guards; Horſe or Foot , but 


one; and the Son of Sir Edward Wood, who 
hath ſince quitted the Service. Ihe King 


hath exceedingly won . the, Hearts, of the 


common People, not. only by exempting 
them from the Tyrannical furifdiction of the 
Nobility and Gentry, who'formeriy would 
by their own private Authority, puniſh and 
. put to Death the Peaſants at 'their pleaſure, 
which makes the Countries very willing to 
Quarter the Kings Soldiers, but by ae 
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ne in puniſhing Duels, Murder, and Rob- 


beries. Perjury is Death. here alſo, as in 


Holland, which makesthe Magiltratesinſome 


- parts of this Kings Territories,enjoyn ſtrange 
kinds of Oaths to deter Men irom being for- 


ſworn: As for inſtance, in ſome places the 


Witneſs is ſet with a Staff in his Hand upon 
ſome Peeble Stones and«Charcoal, where he 


is to imprecate and pray, that it what he 
Sweareth be not true, his Land may become 
as barren as thoſe Stones, and his Subſtance 
be Confumed to Aſhes like the Coalsheſtands 


en, Which as ſoon as he ſteps down are ſet 
on Fire. This manner of Swearing fo. ter- 
Triftes the People, that they commonly trem- 


ble when they come to take their Oath. 
The Religion of the Dominions of the 


King of Sweden, as of thoſe of the King of 


Denmark, and of other Princcs and States 
whom we have named, 1s Lutheran, who are 
more rig1d to Roman Catholicks and Calvi- 
ni{ts than the Protettantsof Germany. There 
15 no Toleration allowed here to Calvinift 
Miniſters; and they take an effectual courte 
to keep the Country clear of Prieſts and Je- 
luits, by Guelding them ,- whether they be 
young or old. In Commemoration of the 
great Loſles and Deſolation ſuſtained in the 
late War,the Suedes ſtrictly keep tour Faſting 
Days in the Months of 4 pril, May, June, 
and July; on which days all Men are pro- 
tnbited by Authority to kindle Fire in their 

. Houles. 
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Houſes, or to Eat till after Evening Servics 
15 done, which in the Winter time could not 
be endured. "They delight much in Singing 
in their Churches , which they conftantly 
perform twice every day, Morning and 
Evening. In their Marryings, Chriſtenings, 
and Buryings they are ſo prodigally extrava-- 
gant, that if all three happen in one year to! 
a Man of a competent Eitate, it is enough' 
to break him. 'The Clergy of Sweden are 
neither ſo Rich nor Learned as thoſe of 
Germany, wanting both the opportunities of 
Study, . and of converſing with Learned Men, _ 
that thoſe of other Countrys enjoy , though 
there be ſome Learned Men amongſt them. 
A Biſhoprick in Sweder is no great Benefice, 
if compared with fome Parlonages in Eng- 
land; torthe Arch-biſhop, and Metropolitan 
hath not above 400 J. per Annum, and ſome 
of the reſt are. not worth above 150 or 200. 
a year.-. The interiour Clergy are not ſo 
regular in their Lives and Converſationinthe 
Countries diſtantfrom Srockholme, as they are 
near the Court; and the Reaſon is, partly 
becauſe they entertain Travellers that paſsthe 
Country, there being no Inns in moſt places 
for the Accommodation of Perfons ef any 
Quality, and 1o are obliged to drink with 
their Gueſts ; and partly, becauſe at Buryings 
and Chriſtemings, where there is commonly 
high Drinking, the Pape or Parſonis Maſter | 
of the Ceremonies; And here give me leave 
| 0 
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coming to Chriſten a Child in a Church , 
and finding a Scotch Man to be Godlather , 
was ſo tranſported either with Zeal, or his 
Cups, that when he came to exorciſe the 
Child, which is a Rite uſed in their Office of 
Admmilſtring this Sacrament z he negle&ed 
the Fotm preſcribed by the Liturgy, and in 
an extemporary Prayer begg'd,thatthe Devil 
might depart out of the Child , and enter 
into that Scottiſh Heretick, for ſo they call 
the Presbyterians of that Nation. The Prayer 


of the Pape fo incenſed the Seor, that he 
vowed Revenge, and watched the Pape witty 
a. good Cudgel next day as he crolled the 


Church-yard, where he beat him, and left 
him- all in Blood lying on the Ground , afid 


erying out Murder. For this Fact the Scot 
was had before the Juſtice, who asking him; 


Howhedurſt be fo bold as to lay his profane 

He, who 
knew very well what uſe to miake of the De- 
Vil he had got, Feaming at the Mouth, and 
eunningly acting the Demoniack, made an-, 
wer, That the Pape might thank himſelf 
for what he had met with < for ſince $e had 
Conyured the Devil into him he {pared no 
Body neither Wife nor Children, norwould 
te fpare the Juſtice himfelf, and with that 
tell a mangling and tearing the Magiſtrate, 
that he was tain to betake himfelt to his.

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| and fo the Scot marched home, no Manda- 
ring to lay hold on him, for fear of being 


torn to pieces by the Devil. But the Juſtice 


recolle&ing himſelf, ſent for the Pape, told 
him, That the Scot was a cunning Rogue, 
and bid him go home, get a Plaiſter tor his 
Head, and be ſilent, left if the matter came 
to the Biſhops Ears he might be Cenſured for 
going againſt the Rubrick of the Liturgy. 
 TheFamous Univerſity where their Clergy 
are bred, is Upſal, 8 Swediſh Miles from 
Stockholme. "There are commonly 150, or 
200 Students there , but no Endowed CoE 
leges, as in other Countries. The Library 
15s 1o mean and contemptible , that the Li- 
braries of many Grammar Schools , and of 
private Men in England or Holland are far 
better ſtored with Books than it 1s. -Upon 
viewing of it, and that of the Kings Palace, 
I called to mind theſaying of a French Man, 
upon the like occaſion 3 That Swedeland 
came behind France and Englandinthe know- 
ledge of Men and Things at leaſt 800 years; 
_ - yet ſome Swedes: have been ſo conceited of 
the Antiquity of their- Country, - as.to brag, 
___ that Paradice was ſeated in Sweden; thatthe 
- Country was turned intoſuch heaps of Rocks 
for the Rebellion of our firſt Parents, and that 


Adam and Eve had Cain and Abel in a Coun- 


try three Sweduyh Miles diſtant from Upſal. 

A French Man ſtanding by,and hearing this 

Romantick Story, as I was told, fitted on 
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with the like, telling him, that when the 


| World was made in fix days , at the end of 


the Creation all the Rubbiſh that remained 
was thrown together into a Corner , which 


made up Sweden and Norway. And indeed; 


the French-ſeem to have no great liking to 
the Country , whatever kindneſs they may 
have for the People; for a French Ambaſla- 
dor, as an Author of that Country relates, 
being by order of Queen Chritina, Treated 
in a Country Houle four Swediſh Miles fronz 
Stockholme, and upon the rode going and 
coming, with all the Varieties and Pleaſures 


| that the Country could afford, on purpole 


to make him have a good Opinion ot the 
ſame ; made anſwer to the Queen, (who 
asked him upon his return, What he thought 
of Swedew) That were he Maſter of the 
whole Country ,/ he would preſently Sell it, 
and Buy a Farm in France or England; which, 
under Favour, I think was a little 'Tart and 
Sawcy. | 
| Having ſtayed a conſiderable time - in 
Swedeland, and moſt part at Srockholme, I let 
out from thence to go to Elſenbourg by Land; 
and went a little out of my way to ſee & 
Imall City called. Eubronve, Famous for a Cggk.. 
of Arms which it got in this manner.; 
certain Maſculine Queen of Denmark, V 
had Conquered a great part of Seder, con. 
ing to this City, asked the Magiſtrates, What 
was the Arms. of their City ? ©, Who. having 
5 2 ras 10: 
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her, that they had none, ſhe plucked up her 
Coats, . and ſquatting upon the Snow , bid 
them take the. mark ſhe left there for their 
Arms; its pity ſhe did not give them a ſui- 
table Motto to it alſo: What that Figure is 
called in Blazonery I know not, but to this 
Day the City ufes it in their Arms, and for 
marking their Commodities. "This Queen 


came purpoſely into Sweden , to pay a viſit 
to a brave Woman, that oppoſed a King of 


Swedeland, who in a time of Famine would 
have put to Death all the Men and Women 
in his Country above 60 years of Age. The 
Country all the way 1 travelled in Swedeland 
is much of: the ſame quality of the Land a- 


bout Srockbolme , - until I came near the Pro- 


vince of Schonen , which 1s called the Store- 
houſe, and Kitchin of Sweaey, where the 
Country 1s far bettes. It was formerly very 


dangerous to Travel in this Province of 


Schonen, becauſe of the Snaphances, who 
were a kind of Bloody Robbers, now utter. 


ly. deſtroyed by the King; to that it is ſafe | 


enough Travelling there. Entering into 
Schonen T ſaw 29 of theſe Rogues upon

Having viſited this Caltte, and ftaid 
about a Fortnight with the Engtih Conſul, 
and dir Fohn Paul, late Reſident attiie Court 
of Swedeland., ] went to the Dam {h Court 
at Copentagen. En Es 
EC * Openhagen is the Capital City of Zee. 
land, Futland, or Denmark, and place 
of Reſidence of the King: It ſtands on a 

k 3 Pate 
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Flat, encompaſſed with a pleaſant and de- 
hghtful Country , much reflembling Englard. 
The Streets of the City are kept very neatand 
clean, with Lights in the Night time tor the 
convenience and ſafety of thoſe who arethen 
abroad; a Cuſtom not as yet introduced 
into Stockholme , where 1t' 15 dangerous 
to be abroad whenit is dark. The Kings 
Men of War lie hear very conveniently, be- 
ing orderly ranged betwixt Booms, after the | 
manner of Amſterdam, and near the Admi-_ 
ralty Houſe, which isa large pile of Building, 
well furniſhed with Stores and Magazins, ſe- 
cured by a Cittadel, that not only commands 
the City, bur allo the Haven, and entry in- 
to it. The Court of Denmark is ſplendid, 
and makes a far greater figure in the World 
than that of Sweden, though not many years 
ago, in the time of Carolzs Guſravus the Fa- 
ther of the preſent King of Swedeland, it was 
almoſt reduced to its laſt, when the Walls of 
Copenhagen ſaved that Crown and Kingdom. 
That Siege was Famous, carried on with great 
vigour by the Swede, and as bravely main- 
tained by the Danes : "The Monuments 
\ Whereof are to be ſeen in the Cannon Bullets 
Silt that ſtill remain in the Walls of ſome 
Houſes.and inthe Steeple of the great Church 
of the Town. The Royal Palace in Ceper- 
agen 1s but fmall, and a very ancient Buitd- 
ing ; but his Majeſties Houſe Fredenburg is a 
ately Fabrick of Modern Architecture, and 
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very richly Furniſhed. Denmark is at pre- 
ſent a flouriſhing Kingdom, and the King» 
who hath now made it Hereditary, ſurpaſſes 
moſt of his Predeceſſors in Power and 


Wealth: He hath much enlarged his Donu- 


nions, as wellas Authority ; and by his Per- 
ſonal and Royal Virtues, no leſs than the e- 
minent qualities of a great many able Mint- 
ſters of State, he hath gained the Univerſal 
Love of his Subjects, and the eſteem of all 
Foreign Princes and States. 'The Court 1s 
much frequented every day , but eſpecially 
on Sundays,where about Eleven of the Clock. 
in the Morning, the Nobility, Foreign M1- 
nilters, and Officers of the Army aſlemble, 


and make a glorious Appearance. There 


one may ſee many Knights of the Order of 


the Elephant of alto ; but I never ſaw any 
Order of the like Nature as that of Swezer, 


that King rarely appearingin his George and 
Garter ; but on days of publick Audience I 
have obſerved at one timeabove 1 50 Coaches 
attending at the Court of Newmark , which 
are ten times more than ever I ſaw together 
at that of Seder. The King 1s affable, and 
of caſie acceſs toStrangers, ſeen often abroad 
by his Subjects in his Gardens and Stables , 
which are. very large, and well furniſhed 
with all ſorts of Horſes. He is a'great lover 
of Engliſh Horſes and Dogs , and' delights 
much in Hunting,as his Eldeſt Son the Prince, 
with his Brothers do in Cock-1ghting ; infſo- 
© _— much 
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much , that the Engliſh Merchants cannot 
make a more acceptable preſent to. thoſe 
Princes, than of Engliſh Game-Cocks. The 
ſtanding Forces of Denmark are well diſci- 
plined Men, and Commanded by good. 
Officers, both Natives and Strangers, both 
French and Scots, as Major General Duncan; 
and Major General Yel4un,both Scottiſh-Men, 
whom I flaw at Copenhagen, The Soldiers as 
_ well as Courtiers are quartered upon the Ci- 
tizens, a Cuſtom which is likewiſe practiſed 
in Sweden, and tho' ſomewhat uneaſie , yet 
not repined at by the People , who by the 
care and good Government of the King, 
find Trade much advanced. For his Ma- 
jelty by encouraging Strangers of all Reli- 
gions to live in his Domimons, and allowing. 
the French and Dutch Calviniſts, to have 
publick Churches, hath brought many Tra- 
ding Families to Copenhagen, and by the 
meaſure he hath taken for ſetling Trade in 
prohibiting the Tmportation of Foreign Ma- 
nufactutes, and'Reforming and new Model- 
ling the Eaft and Weſt 14:a Compamies,hath 
-much encreaſed Commerce , and thereby 
the Wealth of his SubjeRts ; fo that notwith- 
ſtanding the new Taxes impoſed upon all 
Coaches, Wagons, Ploughs, andallrealand 
pe:lonal Eſtates, which amount to confide- 
rable Sums of Money ; the People hve very: 
well and contented. 'There are commonly 
about 8000 Men inGarifon in Copenhagen, and 
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tisMajeſties Regiment of Foot Guards, who: 


 areallCloathedin Red, with Cloaks to keep 


them warm inthe Wintertiine,is a Very hand- 


| ſome Body of Men ; and with the Hor: 


Guards, who are bravely mounted, and have 
their Granadeers and Hautboys, make a very 
fine ſhew. His Majeſty hath cauſed ſeveral 
new Fortifications to be built upon the El, 
and other Rivers , and hath now in his Pol- 
{:flion, that ſtrong Caſtle called Hilgueland, 
atpreſetit commanded by a Scottiſh-man. The 
Queen of Denmark is a moſt virtuous Prin- 
cels, Siſter to the preſent Landtgrave of Heſſe" 
Caſſel, and in Per{waſjon a Calviniſt, ha. 


ving a Chapel allowed her within the Court, 


though the publick Religion of the King and 
Kingdom be Lutheran, 'The Clergy here are 
Learned, many of them having ſtudied at 


Oxford and Cambridge, wherethey learnt the 
Engliſh Language; and amonglt the Biſhops 


there is one Doctor King the Son of a Scot- 
tiſh-man. But ſceing it 1s my deſign rather 
to obſerve the condition of the People, than 
to be punctualin deſcribing all the Rarities thar 
are remarkable in the Countries I have been 
in, Iſhall conclude what I have to fay of Der. 
mark,by acquainted the Reader,that the Peo- 
ple of that Country live tar better than the 
Swedes,andas well asmoſt oi their adjoyning 
Neighbours; and thatthereare ſeveral places, 


' both there, and ih Norway, which have the 


Names of Engliſh Towns, as Arundale, Tot- 
meſs, Lonaon, &c. When

When I firſt began to write this Trea- 
tiſe, I had ſome thoughts of making Obſer- 


yations upon the. ſeveral Governments of 7”. 


other States and Dominions, where I had 
travelled ſome years before I was in the 
Countries I have been ſpeaking of, as of the 
Teft of Germany, Hungary, Switzerlaud, Ttajy, 
and France; but that was a Subject ſo large, 
and the uſefulneſs of it to , my preſent De- 
ſign 1o inconſiderable, that by doing ſo, T 
found I could neither fatisfie the Curjous, by 
adding any thing material to thole many 
who have already obliged the Publick by 
the Remarks of their Travels in thoſe Pla- 
ces ; or make my dilcontented Country- 
men more averſe than they are already from 
removing into thoſe Countries , where I 
think. few of them* will chuſe to tranſport 
themſelves for the fake of Liberty and Pro- 
 perty, though England were even worle than 
they themſelves fancy it can be. All that 
remains to be done then, 1s to conclude this 
Treatiſe with an obvious and: popular Re- 
mark, that thoſe Countries; where Cities 
are greateſt and moſt frequented by volun- 
tary Inhabitants, are always the beſt to live 
in; and by comparing the City of Londen 


with all other Cities of Exrope, and demon- ' 


{trating by the Surveys I have made, (which 
I think will hardly be contradicted or con- 
futed) that of all the Capital Cities of Ez- 
rope it 15 the biggeſt and moſt populous, and 
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ſo prove | conſequentially that Ergland, for 
the generality. ot People, 1s the beſt Coun- 
wry in the World, elpecially for its Natives, 
to live in. Now this being an Obſervation 
(for what I know) not hitherto: made good 
by Induction and Inſtance, (as I intend to 
do it) I hope it will pleaſe the Reader as 
much, as if [ gave him a particular account 


_ of other Countries and Governments, and - 


leave it to his own Reflection to ſtate the 


. Compariſon. 


Though London within the Walls cannot 
vye for bigneſs with many Cities of Europe; 
yet take the City and Suburbs together, . ac- 


cording as it hath been ſurvey'd by Mr. Mor- 


gan, in breadth irom St. George's Church in 
Southwark to Shoreditch, and: in length from 
Limehouſe to Petty- France in Weftminſter, and 
it is in a vaſt proportion larger in compals 
of Ground, and number ot Houſes, than 
any City in 5 whatſoever. . This I ſhall 
demonſtrate firſt , by comparing it with 
ſome Cities of. Holland, and then with the 


moſt conſiderable Cities of the other Coun- 


tries of Europe, which I ſhall ſet down in an 
Alphabetical Order, with the number of the 
Houſes they ſeverally contain. == 

When London and Suburbs was ſurveyed 
ſome years age by Mr. Morgan, there were 


reckoned to be in it 84000 Houſes, beſides 
Hoſpitals, Alms-houſes, and other Buildings, | 
. that paid no Chimney-money to the King :

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Now if thoſe wete added, and the vaft 
number of new Houſes that have been built 


ſince that Survey, upon modeſt computa- 
tion London. may be reckoned to contain 
t00000 Houſes; nay, 'tis believed 120000, 
which truly conſidering, the extraordinary 
Additions that have been made lately, is not 
improbable ; I know the French vapour, and 
would perſwade the World, that Pais: is 
much bigger than Lo:d9m, And the Hollar. 
ders will: {ſcarce believe, that Londen hath 
more Houſes than the 18 Cities in H»lland 
that have Voices in the States,for (fay they) 
Amſterdams {tands upon 1000 Morgans of 


Land, and Lowdon 'i{tands but upon 1800, 


To both which IT anſwer, That it is very 
\ true that Pars takes up a great ſpot of 
Ground, but then you muſt conſider, that in 
Pars there are ſeveral hundreds of Mona- 
ſteries, Churches, Colleges, and Cloiſters, 
fome of them having large Gardens, and 
that in Pars there are 7500 Palaces and 
Ports for Coaches which have likewite great 
Gardens'; whereas Loon is very thick built, 
and in the City the Houles have ſcarce a 
Yard hig enough'to ſet a Pump or Houſe of 
Conveniency in; but the- Weekly Bills of 
Mortality will decide this Queſtion , and 
plainly give it to London, and fo doth Mon- 
ftenr /z Cour, and Sir William Petty in his laſt 
_ Effays dedicated to the King, making it ap- 


\ =... pear, that Loxdon is bigger-than Pars, Roan, 
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and Rochel altogether 3; and as for Amſter- 


dam , I do appeal to all knowing Men that 
have ſeen it, that although it be true, that 


it ſtands upon 1000 Morgans of Land, yet 


there is not above 400 Morgans built ; and 
this I prove thus, that the large Gardens, 
on the Heeregraft, Kyſersgraft, and Princegraft, 


_ andthe Burghwalls of 4mterdam,take up more 


than a third part of the City ; then reckon the 
Baſtions, and the ſpace of Ground between 
the Wall and the Houſes, and allthe Ground 
unbuilt from the Urricks-Port, to the: Weſoper- 
Port, Muyer-Port, and ſo to the Seaſide, and 
you will fndittobenear 300 orgensof Land : 
There are two Pariſhes in the Suburbs of 
London, viz. Stepney, and St. Martins in the 
Fields , ( the latter being lo big, that the 
Parliament divided it into four Pariſhes) ei- 
ther of them have more Houſes than Rorcer- 
dam or Haerlem ; and there are ſeveral other 
great Pariſhes, as St. Margarets Weſtminſter, 
St, Giles in the Fields, St.Olaves, and St. Mary 
Saviours,the which if they ſtood apart in the 
Country would make great Cities ; wereck- 
on in London, and the Suburbs thereof to be 
at leaſt x30 Pariſhes,which contains rooQ0a 
Houſes; now if you reckon 8 Perſons to e- 
very Houſe, then there are near 800000 
Souls in London, but there are ſome that ſay,
